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A CITY FILLED WITH RAGE 


CINCINNATI EXCITED OVER THE 
ELECTION FRAUDS. 
CROWDS THRONGING THE STREETS, AND 
VIOLENCE LOUDLY THREATENED—THE 
“‘ ENQUIRER” OFFICE UNDER GUARD. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 15.—The election 
returns to THE TIMES last night need but slight 
correction—so slight indeed that they may be 
passed in view of the alarming developments 
of the day. Tke indignation over the mon- 
straus frauds, which grew and spread yesterday, 
has assumed to-day a depth and intens- 
ity which 1s causing men to shudder to-night 
at the thought of the possible consequences, 
On every street corner are seen groups whose 
excitement is fast overcoming their better judg- 
ment, and who are predicting and justifying a 
resort to mob force to rid the city ot the hated 
gang who have grown so bold in their frauds 
upon the ballot box. he feeling thus finding 
open expression permeates all classes, but, of 
course, thinking people, while they freely ad- 
mit that enough has occurred to cause a serious 
outbreak, are hoping that better counsels will 
prevail and the same end be reached in alawful 
way. 

The feeling is the most unrestrained in the 
German wards, known localiy as “over the 
Rhine,” and at this writing :there is a great 
crowd at Turner Hall of very much the same 
character asthe one in Music Halla yearanda 
half ago, at an indignation meeting which 
was followed by the bloody riot, which 
Was resumed on tho following night, when the 
Court House was burned.QThe meeting of to- 
night isa spontaneous affair called by nobody, 
but antici;ated during the afternoon, because 
of the opinion so often expressed that such a 
meeting ought to be held, and very likely would 
be held. In tbe same hall, at a meeting last 
night of representatives of the different political 
clubs in regard to other matters pertain- 
ing to the election, the talk turned upon 
the frauds, and several speakers intimated 
that as these frauds are perpetrated by a ring 
who control the police, and, ina measure, the 
courts, the only way to reach them would be 
through mob force. This seems to have been the 
firebrand. At the meeting of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee of One Hundred to-day the speakers 
nearly all expressed their fears of an uprising, 
and urged speedy and vigorous action in the way 
of prosecuting the scoundrels as the best and 
probably the only prevention of bioodshed. 

“It is the leaders whom we must prosecute, 
the big fellows who have grown fat through 
political trickery,”’ said one speaker, and the 
sentiment was applauded and became the ex- 
pression of the meeting. Money for use in con- 
ducting the prosecution was offered on all sides 


in any amounts that may be needed. IL J. 
Miller, tne Chairman of the committee, ex- 
pressed the belief later inthe day that $100,000 
will be placed at the committee’s disposal 
should it be needed. Steps were taken to or- 
ganize the committee permanently. The pledge 
Was given that every violator of the election 
Jaws who can be detected will be prosecuted, be- 
ginning with the leaders, and arrangements 
were made for getting to workat once. The 
committee have already called through the 
newspapers for information against offenders of 
whatever party or standing, and tnis call will be 
repeated and emphasized in every way possible. 

On ’Change there was much talk in regard toa 
possible indignation meeting to-night, and had 
there been any way of preventing the holding 
ot such a meeting it would have been done, As 
it was. there was nothing to do but to refrain 
from joining in calling sucha meeting and aa- 
vise people wherever they were met to trust the 
punishment of the offendersto the Committee of 
One Hundred. A late edition of the #Avening 
dost contained the following article: 

“While no call has been issued, it is 1n everybody’s 
mouth that there will be an indignation meeting at 
‘kurner Hall to-night, and another at Music Hall 
on saturday night, to protest against-the rape 
of Cincinnati’s bailot. All Gitizens have a right 
to assembie in an orderly way to protest against 
the invasion of their rights. But Cincinnati 
has had a dear experience with indignation 
meetings. She does not want and must not have any 
moreriots. The gung which has struck atthe dearest 
right of an American citizen is in the wrong—wrong 
before God; wrong beforethe law. The injured and 
outraged citizens of Cincinnati are wherethey should 
be, intheright. Though they outnumber the gang 100 
to 1, their strength lies not in their numbers, but inthe 
justice to their cause. If they should, inthe heat of 
their indignation, proceed to acts of violence, they 
wou'd themselves be in the wrong, and it would 
be the duty of law-abiding citizens to aid the 
constituted authorities in preventing and in 
punishing lawiess acts of violence. What is 
far better, Jet every cicizen of Cincinnati, every 
honest, true man of this city. no matter whether Ke- 

ublican, Democrat, or Prohibitionist, fail in line be- 

ind the committee of 100, and let us all in solid 
column move in lawiul ways against thegang. The 
right wili triumph. The outrage will be avenged, But 
it must be done coolly, wisely, determinedly in a lawful 
Way. as becomes honest law-abiding American citi- 
zens.” 

The man upon whom the indignation centres 
is John R. McLean, proprietor of the Enquirer. 
He is believed to be the one at whose bid- 
ding the frauds were committed and the 
one who furnished the money for car- 
rvying them out. His  lieutentants and 
helpers were county and city officers, the 
Police Commissioners, and members. of 
the police force. Taking fright at the mob 
spirit which he has seen developing, Mr. Mc- 
Lean began this afternoon to prepare for the 
worst. The men whom he sent out to learn 
what was being said and done returned with 
word that the talk was nearly all di- 
rected against him. and the prediction 
was being made that the Knquirer office 
would be burned before the week ends. They 
were secured and organized into a strong guard, 
and they are to-night picketed at convenient 
points in and around the Hknquirer Building. To- 
night a case of Winchester rifles were taken into 
the building and put into readiness for use. 

The Police Commissioners in the meantime 
have summoned the suburban patrolmen to the 
Central Station, where they will be held unti! 
the danger passes. No call has yet been made 
upon the militia. The word which is going 
about the streets is thatit will be useless to call 
upon them, for the reason that they are in too 
strong sympathy with the people in this matter 
to take up arms against them. 

The crowd at Turner Hall was not organized 
into a meeting, and at 11 o‘clock had dwindled 
down more than half in numbers. Citizens 
anxious to prevent an outbreak were early on 
the ground, aud advised the owner of 
the bali not to allow it to be opened. He 
yielded to their advice, and the story 
was circulated through the crowd that the hall 
was being frescoed and could not be used. It is 
estimated that at ¥ o’clock there were not less 
than 4,000 people in front of the hall. They ex- 
tended up and down the street for some distance, 
a dense, excited mass, denouncing the frauds, 
and some of them urging the killing of 20 of the 
leading offenders. Quite a number of well 
known citizens mingled in the crowd and ad- 
vised that nothing be done, at least until the 
Committee of One Hundred has been shown to 
be unequal! to the task. This had a good effect, 
and a proposition to force an entrance into the 
hall and hold a meeting was abandoned. 

Extraordinary precautions are being taken by 
the Police Department to check the outbrea/;, 
should one occur. One hundred policemen ip 
citizens’ clothes were about in the crowd urg- 
ing a dispersal. The bridges over the cap al, by 
which the throng would have to cross to reich the 
Enquirer office, are guarded by strong detach- 
ments or police, and there isa company of police 
stationed at different points along the route. 
The house of L. G. Bernard, which happens to 
be between Turner Hail and the anesiver office, 
is guarded by a dozen policemen, illiam Ber- 
nard has for years been a lobbyist, and was very 
active onelection day. He has been a persistent 
applicant for the appointment of Superintena- 
ent of the Fifth Division of the Railway Mail 
Service, but has received, it is said, but little en- 
couragement from President Cleveland. 

The peteons threatened by the crowd were 
Jobn McLean, L. G. Bernard, County Clerk 
Dalton, County Auditor Brewster, Sheriff Beres- 
ford, the three Police Commissioners, and 
earn Cogan, a member of the outgoing Legis- 
ature. 

At 11:30 the crowd had so far melted away 
that there was no _ longer any fear of an 
outbreak to-night, The Anquirer is expected 
“to take water” in the morning, and if such 
is the case it may in a measure allay the 
excitement. The action of the Committee of 
One Hundred and the personal efforts of busi- 
ness men to persuade excited persons not to 
join in an outbreak are aiso relied on to check 
the rising feeling. At thetime of the Berner 
riots, however, it was five days after people be- 
gan to talk betore the feeling rose to the point 
of an outbreak, and there is great danger that 
the demonstration of to-nignt will iead to others 
which will be uncontrollable. 

As examples of the frauds which have caused 
the trouble may be mentioned the receiving of 
221 more votes at the Precinct A (Fourth Ward) 
polling place than there were names regis- 
tered; the returning of only 41 Republican 
votes as cast in Precinct D, Sixth Ward. in 
which 76 men have been found on a single street 
who say they voted the Republican ticket at 
that polling place: the stealing of the bal- 
lot box in one of the Nineteenth Ward pre- 
cincts; the ordering of the Judges and 
Cierks out of the Third-street police sta- 
tion during the progress of the count by 
the lieutenant in charge, on a flimsy pretext, 

nd the theft, while they were out, of 82 of the 

ta: and the theft of tha kev to the ballot | 








box in another precinct, which delayed the 
count 24 hours, during which time the box was 
stuffed with fraudulent baliots. 


Se SERS 
CONTROL Of THE LEGISLATURE. 
THE REPUBLICANS WILL HAVE IT BEYOND 
A DOUBT. 

CoLumpsts, Oct. 15.—John R. McLean ar- 
rived from Cincinnati this afternoon and has 
been closely engaged with the Democratic man- 
agers since his arrival. The Democrats are 
claiming the election of Cole in Stark 
County, Hicks in Lucas, and Young in 
Franklin to the Legislature. In Stark 
County the vote is very close, and the 
official count alone will decide the result. It is 
claimed that there were irregularities in one of 
the townships in the county, and that the entire 
vote will be thrown out, which will elect 
Young. The Republicans will make no conces- 


sion as yet, and stand by the claims made last 
night of 59 in the House and 17 in the Senate. 

A large number of prominent politicians are 
coming here. Among those who arrived this 
afternoon was Congressman Geddes, who at 
once repaired to the Democratic headquarters. 
The leading men of each party are watching 
each other very closely, and every act and move 
is carefully noted. Allen O. Myers was the most 
completely crushed candidate that ever ran for 
an Office in this county, being defeated by a ma- 
jority of 1,388. 

The Hon. Thomas Cogan, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, and Frank 
Doherty have also arrived here, and the leaders 
in the scheme to capture the Legislature in 
some way are in consultation to-night 
with the managers of the campaign. 
Every new arrival is carefully noted, 
and the indignation at the barefaced 
attempts to capture close counties by unparal- 
leled methods is on the increase. A well known 
Mossback Democrat has just returned (11:30 
P. M.) trom Democratic headquarters, and states 
that this claim of the Legislature is nothing 
short of a game of bluff. He claims the 
election of Cole, Democratic Representa- 
tive in Stark County, but states that the 
committee bas no other figures that justity 
them in making any further claims. Corre- 
spondents for all the Democratic papers, with 
the single exception of the Cincinnati Anquirer, 
telegraph to-night that the Republicans will 
have four on joint baliot, and there is nothing 
to justify the fizures made hy the McLean com- 
mittee that are being magn gr over the coun- 
try. Hamilton County is left out entirely in the 
above estimate. 


CORNELL TO GOV. FORAKER. 
FACULTY, ALUMNI, AND STUDENTS SEND 
CONGRATULATIONS. 

IrHaca, N. Y., Oct. 15.—A large mass 
Meeting, representing the Faculty, Alumni, and 
students of Cornell University, was held here 
to-night in Journal! Hall for the purpose of ex- 
tending to Governor-elect Foraker, of Ohio, a 
member of the first class that graduated from 
the institution, the congratulations of Cornell- 
ians. Addresses were made by Profs. Hewitt, 
Tuttle, Schaefer, and Huffcutt and Alumnus 
Vanvieet very complimentary to Judge For- 
aker. The speakers represented the Democratic 


and Republican parties, and each vied with the 
other in extolling and eulogizing the illustrious 
record of Ohio’s Governor-elect. The following 
preamble and resolutions were unanimously 
adopted: 

Whereas, We have met for the purpose of extending

VERY MYSTERIOUSLY KILLED, 


AN AGED GERMAN FOUND DEAD IN HIS BED 
WITH A FRACTURED SKULL 

Andrew Werner, 74 years of age, anative 
of Mannedorf, Canton of Zurich, Switzerland, 
was found dead in his bed in a sleeping room on 
the third floor of No. 287 Bowery, last evening. 
Werner had lived alone in the room for two 
months. He was very reticent and had no visit- 
ors. He was known to have been in the business 
of buying and selling pawn tickets, and is 
said to have had dealings with thieves. He 
appears to have been out all night on Wednes- 
day and was heard to return home early yes- 
terduy morning. At 6 o'clock last evening 
he was found dead on his bed. He 
was lying on his back, and there was 
blood upon his face and about his mouth, and 
his skull was fractured. One of the piliows was 
resting partially on his face. He was partly un- 
dressed. In removing the body from the bed on 
which it was tound a paving stone rolled 
up in a handkerchief dropped on the fioor. 
There was a_bilcod spot on the handker- 
chief. The bedstead was broken down 
on one side. In the room were found 
a cigar box filled with all kinds of 
jewelry, a large pocketbook stuffed full of 
pawn tickets, another pocketbook containing 
five silver dollars, and anenvelope of the East 
River Savings Bank, in which, however, there 
was no bank book. The police are investigat- 
ing the matter, but have uo clue to what ap- 
pears @ Very mysterious murder.

A COWARDLY MURDER. 


THESKILLING OF A YOUNG FARMER AT THE 
FAIR GROUNDS IN STAUNTON. 
Staunton, Va., Oct. 15.—William M. 
Brown, a prominent citizen of this county, was 
shot and killed in the rotunda of the fair 
grounds to-day by Stuart Koiner. Intense ex- 
citement prevails, The killing is regarded ag 
dastardly. There has been an old grudge be- 
tween thetwo men. Koiner had declared that 
he intended to kill Brown on sight. They met 
in the crowded rotunda at the .fair grounds, 
Brown's wife had hold of one of his arms and 
their little child held the other hana. Scarce] 
a word passed when Koiner placed his pistol al- 
most against Brown's body and fired, the ball 
entering two inches below the heart. He was 
taken into the open air, where he died 1n 15 min- 
utes. 
Koiner was at once arrested and hurried to 
jail. The news flew like wilatire through the 
large crowd, and in 20 minutes the feeling tound 
vent in threats of lynching. The Mayor ordered 
a military guard around the jail to-night. A 
post-mortem examination will be held to-mor- 
row. Brown was an energeticand prosperous 
young farmer, and was generally liked. Ioiner 
is a member of a prominent and wealthy family. 
When at college some years ago he killed a tel- 
low-student in a quarrel. After a long trial he 
was acquitted. His friends c!aim that his mind 
* unbalanced, and insanity is the plea io his de- 
ense. 





CIVIL SERVICE IN CHICAGO. 

Cuicaeo, Oct. 15.—Small fry office seek- 
ers were much distressed to-day to learn that 
Collector Seeberger had received some letters 
from the Civil Service Commission of an inter- 
esting character. It has heretofore been sup- 
posed that the Collector had a right to appoint 
at least a dozen more employes than the 
commission now decides. The following 
are the ositions held to. be protected 
by the Xivil Service Commission: Au- 
ditor, weigher and assistant, gauger 
and assistant, cigar inspector and assistant, tea 
examiner and assistant, and ail storekecpers. 
Secretary Henry F. Donovan, of the Local 
Board of Civil Service Examiners, also received 
an official notice from the Civil Service Com- 
mission stating, meron | other things, that the 
President has approved a decision of the com- 
mission that there must be an examination for 
weighers and gaugers as well as for assistant 


weighers and gaugers in the customs service.

DESPERATE MOONSHINEBRS. 


THE LIVES OF REVENUE OFFICERS NOT 


SAFE IN. TENNESSEE, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 15.—The Internal 
Revenue authorities are endeavoring to secure 
evidence that will lead to the arrest and convic- 
tion of the moonshiners who murdered Deputy 
United States Marshal Hurst in Fentress County 
last Sunday. They hope for success similar to 
that achieved by themin the apprehension of 
John Bradley for the killing of Deputy Marshal 
Millerin Sumner County. The feeling of the 
moonshiners against the revenue men appears 
to be increasing in intensity, and it has reached 
that point where no quarter will be asked or 
given,so far as the manufacturers of illicit 
liquor are concerned. Whether the revenue 
authorities at Washington will be asked by the 
local officials to provide means for the employ- 
ment ot special deputies who will penetrate the 
mountain recesses and capture violatora is not 
known. Itis more than likely, however, that 
it will be done, owing to the large and rapidly 
increasing number of crooked stills and the 
murder of men engaged in the revenue service, 

When Gov. Cleveland was elected President 
there obtained a popular impression in the 
mcuntain districts and other localities favor- 
able for the practice of illicit distilling that 
there w&uld be a Jaxity upon the part of the 
United States officers in enforcing the laws and 
an ignorant superstition that the moonshiners 
could have a greater liberty. This opinion, per- 
haps only vaguely entertained, seems to have 
resulted in a more desperate opposition to rev- 
enue Officials and a@ more open prosecution of 
the illicit business. As further evidence of this, 
there are more new whisky cases on the docket 
ot the Federal court, which meets here next 
Monday, than ever before. For some years past 
the average number of such cases at each term 
of the court has been from 80 to 100, but on the 
present docket there are about 275 cases. At- 
tributing some of this increase tothe greater 
vigilance of the officers, there is still ground for 
the opinion that much of it is due to a renewed 
activity of moonshiners and traders in illicit 
whisky. 

Three officers have been murdered this year, 
and the number may be increased any day.

MR. KITTSON’S STABLE BURNED. 


THE BROOD MARES ESCAPE BY BEING IN 
THE PADDOCK. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.—Just as day was 
breaking this morning old Peter Daran, the 
watchman at Commodore Kittson’s Erdenheim 
stock farm, near Chestnut Hill, saw a tongue of 
fiame leap from the roof of a stable used for 
brood mares, about 500 yards south of the main 
stables. He gave the alarm, and the entire sta- 
ble force turned out and bastened to the scene. 
The stable consisted of an old stone barn, in 
which was stored about 30 tons of straw and 
some farming implements, anda two-story frame 
addition on the eastern end of the barn. It was 
here that the fire originated, and 1t was probably 
caused by the carelessness of tramps, who some- 
times sleep in the stable loft. The ,frame build- 
ing was burned to the ground, and only the 
smoke-blackened walls of the stone barn remain. 
The loss was about $3,000. The buildings were 
insured for $2,850. 

It is the usuai custom of Breeder John Mc- 
Closkey, who has charge of the brood mares, to 
stable the animals at night, but last night was 
so bright and pleasant that he allowed them to 
run inthe padaock. The stable was rarely vis- 
ited except by McCloskey, and he only went 
there tor the purpose of feeding twice a day. 
There were eight mares—Larose, Megara, Syria, 
Bedotte, Artitice, Retribution, Yorkshire S88, 
and Algebra, the latter two being imported an- 
imals—in the paddock, and they galloped about 
the burning building, snorting with fear. They 
are valued at $12,000. On the morning of Sept. 
80, 1884, another Jarge stable was burned at Erd- 
enheim, and the filly Alleen, valued at $1,500 was 
destroyed. Erdenheim is one and three-quarter 
miles from Chestnut Hill and was formerly the 
property of Aristides Welch. It was purchased 
by Commodore N. W. Kittson, the Mianesota 
railroad and steamboat millionaire, in 188% for 
$125,000. 
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BUILDING UP HER NAVY. 


POWERFUL SHIPS OF WAR CONSTRUCTING 
FOR SPAIN IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—There was yester- 
day received at the Navy Department from the 
Secretary of State a document which was 
marked insucha manner asto attract the at- 
tention of every official in the Navy Depart- 
ment who had an opportunity toseeit. It was 
a communication forwarded to the Department 
of State by a United States Consul in one of the 
British ship-building ports announcing that the 
Consul had secured information exceedingly 
valuable from an international standpoint. Im- 
mediately upon the breaking out of the difficul- 
ty between the Spanish and German Goverp- 
ments, growing out of the occupation of the 
Island of Yap by one of Bismarck’s gunboats, 
the emissaries of the Spanish Government had 
visited the ship-building centres of Qreat 
Britain, and had contrected for the imme- 
diate construction and armament of five cruisers 
for which they agreed to pay $6,000,000. The 
vessels are to be built on the most approved 
modern designs. With the object of obtaining 
gieat speed arrangements have been made to 
supply the cruisers with the most effective ma- 
cbhinery that can be built in Great Britain, and 
they are to be armed with the very best long 
range light guns. According to the Consul 
these vessels are all on the stocks and are being 
pushed rapidly toward compietion. The name 
of the Spanish Government does not appear in 
the contract, but they are apparently being 
built for private parties or for sale to any one 
who may want them. The object of Spain, it is 
assumed, is so to build up her navy as to be able 
to cope with the more powerful one of Germany 
in case there should again be any outbreak ot 
the Caroline difficulty; and it is thought in 
diplomatic circles that in the event of the death 
ot Emperor William Bismarok would certainly 
attempt once more to plant the German flag 
upon the island.

LOOKING FOR A CONTRACTOR, 


JOHN B. HOLBROOK DISAPPEARS, AS DOES 
ALSO $7,200 IN MONEY. 

WHEELING, West Va., Oct. 15.—John B. 

Holbrook, one of three or four men who havea 
contract for some Government work on the 
river near Captina, 20 miles below this city, 
drew $7,200 from the United States Sub-Treas- 
ury in Cincinnati about Sept. 80. That sum was 
a portion of the money due him on his contract. 
Holbrook came downto Wheeling, intending to 
go downto Captina to pay over the money for 
labor and supplies. He arrived here on Oct. 3, 
and is believed to have stopped at the St. James 
Hotel, although his name aoes not appear on 
the hotel register. He is said to have been seen 
on the streets on the 8d under the influence of 
liquor, but after that day all trace of him is 
lost. 

The missing man is a native of Lebanon, Ohio. 
He was formerly a teacher in a college there, 
and is a politician of some note. From a photo- 
—- he appears to be about 38 or 40 years old. 

e wears a rather heavy mustache and has 
regular features. He basa tamily in Lebanon. 
His partners in the contract at Captina are said 
to be ef anxious about the disappearance of 
the $7, oul play is suspected by some, 
while others hold to the theory that Holbrook 
has skipped with the money. Detectives are 
working up the case.

under the “test oath’’ passed by the last Legis- 
lature. Those jurors answering the following 
question in the affirmative were excused: 

“ Do you belong to an organization which teaches or 
advises, or counsels the practice of polygamy or 
bigamy or any other crime?” 

On Tuesday, Mrs. Peck, wife of one of the 
polygamists, refused to answer questions put by 
the Grand Jury and was given into the custody 
of the United States Marshal. Six polygamists 
were arraigned to-day, but took the statutory 
time to plead. They are defended by Homer 
Stutt, attorney for the Union Pacific Kuailway, 
who ig in the pay of the Mormon Cburch. The 
advice of the Mormon leaders here is to ** obey 
the laws of God and never mind the laws passed 
by Congress.”

SERVIA’S COMPLAINT AGAINST 
BULGARIAN ROBBERS. 
BELIEVED TO BE A PRETEXT FOR A DECLA- 
RATION OF WAR—GREECE PREPARING 

ACTIVELY FOR A CONFLICT. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 15.—Halil Bey, 
Turkish Envoy, telegraphs to the Porte from 
Nissa that he is satisfied with the explanations 
of M. Garachnine, the Servian Premier, in regard 
to Servia’s armaments. It is reported that M. 
Garachnine stated that Servia meant to attack 
Bulgaria. 

CETTINJE, Oct. 15.—Three hundred Mon- 
tenegrins have started for the Servian frontier. 

Lonpon, Oct. 16.—Servia has sent a cir- 
cular note to the powers complaining of repeat- 
ed inroads by robber bands from Bulgaria. [t is 
supposed that this complaint is intended asa 
pretext for a declaration of war. 

Within the last few days 25,000 reserves have 
been enrolled in Greece, 10,000 of them in Athens 
alone. Intense enthusiasm is manifested 
throughout Greece. 

As an outcome of the conference at Con- 
stantinople the powers have sent a 
note to Prince Alexander at Sopha, 
urging him to pacify Roumelia, and warn- 
ing him that otherwise he will run tbe 
risk of losing the union. In any event he must 
recognize the suzerainty of the Sultan. 

Lonpon, Oct. 16.—The Times’s Vienna 
correspondent telegraphs that Belgrade advices 
from a good source state that the Serviun 
army .will cross the frontier to-night. 
At a review of his troops yesterday 
King Milan said: “In twodays we shall know 
What we haveto do.” 

ATHENS, Oct. 15.—A rumor is current 
here that Prince Alexander, ut the headof an 
army, is marching from Philippopolis toward 
Adrianople. 

VIENNA, Oct. 15.—The Neute Freie Presse 
says that Russia and Austria have agreed to 


take common action tor the peacetul settle- 
ment of the Baikans question. 


KING THEEBAW’S FOLLY. 
HE WILL PROBABLY PAY FOR IT WITH 
HIS KINGDOM. 

Lonpon, Oct. 15.—The trouble between 
Burmah and the Government of India will 
probably lead to the annexation of Burmah to 
India. The matter was seriously discussed at 
the Indian Office to-day. 
that a sufficient force will be sent to Mandalay 
to depose King Theebaw and annex the country 
to India in order to prevent future complica- 


tions whenever the King of Burmah wants to 
raise money to give a great feast. 


CaLcuTta, Oct. 15.—A dispatch from 
Mandalay says that M. Haas, the French Consul, 
is tll and will return to France to-morrow. M. 
Hass recently secured valuable concessions 
from King Theebaw for a French company, and 
it is alleged that his intrigues at the Burmese 
Court were the cause of that Government’s ar- 
bitrary action in the case of the Bombay and 
Burmah corporation, which has resulted in the 
present troubles between Burmah and the Gov- 
ernment of India. 


RanGoon, Oct. 15.—British troops are 
massing in the direction of Burmah. 


Lonpown, Oct. 16.—M. Bouteiller, former- 
ly French Vice-Consul at Philadelphia, has been 
appointed to the Consulship at Mandalay, in 
place of M. Haas, who has been recalled in con- 
sequence of ademand from Lord Salisbury for 
his removal. 

The Telegraph says the Govertment has given 
the Earl of Dufferin carte blanche to act in Bur- 
mab as occasion may require. 


LORD SALISBURY AT BRIGHTON. 

Lonpon, Oct. 15.—Lord Salisbury de- 
clared at Brighton to-day that the French Gov- 
ernment had disavowed the action of the 
French Consul in Burmah. 

Lord Salisbury said further that Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s proposals would bea fatal blow to capital 
and interests of industry. Mr. Chamberlain’s 
statement that the Church and State question 
would not be mooted in the next Parliament 
was without foundation. If the question was 
not settled in the next it would be settled in the 
following Parliament. It would be the greatest 
conflict in English history. A wave of infidelity 
was passing over the land. Mr. Gladstone bowed 
to it. He was unable to consider it the great 
issue of modern civilivation, higher than any 
issue of national destiny. After reference to 
the religious question and to relations with 
France, Lord Salisbury urged his countrymen 
to show themselves worthy of the coming strug- 
gie. ES 

SAVED FROM SIBERIA. 

St. PeEreRsBURG, Oct. 15.—The jury in 
the case of Mironowitch and his supposed ac- 
complice, Bezak, charged with the murder of a 
Jewish girl named Sarah Becker, to-day brought 
ina verdict of not guilty. The trial, which is 
the second one, lasted 10 days and created a 
great deal of interest, owing to the peculiar 
circumstances surruunding the case. be first 
trial resulted, Dec. 17, 1884, in the sentence of 
Mironowitch and Bezak to Siberia, and the 
acquittal of Catherine Semenow, who was 
charged with complicity. On Dec. 24, 1884, a 
Frenchman confessed that it was he who mur- 
dered Sarah Becker and not the condemned 
men. Physicians, after several weeks, declared 
the Frehchman insane, but the authorities 
thought his confession of sufficient importance 
to order a new trial for the condemned men, 
and it resuited to-day in their acquittal. 


THE MARCH TO KASSALA CHECKED. 

Rome, Oct. 15.—The Italian Government 
has received advices confirming the report of 
the death of Osman Digna. Four hundred Abys- 


sinians who were wounded in the recent fight 
with Osman’s followers are camped at Ahmara. 
The march of the Abyssinians to Kassala bas 
been checked. 


LIVES LOST BY AN EARTHQUAKE. 
PALERMO, Oct. 15.—A heavy shock of 
earthquake was felt here this morning. The 


disturbance caused a three-story house to fall, 
burying its occupants beneath the débris. Eight 
corpses have been recovered from the ruins. 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 
LonpDon, Oct. 15.—It is understood that 
the sentence of death passed on Louis Riel, the 
leader of the half breed rebellion in Canada, will 
be commuted to life-long servitude. 
The fall of exchanges and the low price of sil- 
ver are stimulating exportation of wheat from 


India. Enormous shipments are pending. Ves- 
sels have already been chartered for the ship- 
ment of 100,000 tons. 

Mme. Marie Réze has been prostrated by over- 


work. 

The Liverpool Chamber of Commerce reports 
to the Royal Commission on Trade Depression 
that there has been a gradual decline in trade 
during the past 10 years, and that the number 
of vessels is largely in excess of the demand for 


them. 
The English Government has presented a 
note to the Spanish Government demanding 


reparation for an insult te the British: 
Consulate at Havana. The Consulate 
became surety for a Spanish claim merchant, 
and, pending an appeal, the merchant failed, 
whereupon Spanish officials seized and sealed up 
the archives of the Consulate, in spite of the 
protest of the Consul.

RIDING ON A FREE PASS. 


_ 
THE RESPONSIBILITY OF RAILROAD OCOM-- 
PANIES FOR ACCIDENTS, 
HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 15.—In Connecti- 
cut there has never been a final legal decision as to 
the liability of railroad companies in case of acci- 
dent to passengers riding on tree passes. All of 
these passes have a printed indorsement that the 
person accepting one shall assume all risks of 
accident and agree that the company shall not 
be liable under any circumstances, whether by 
negligence of its agents or otherwise, for any 
injury to the person. The first case brought 
was some months ago before Judge Andrews, of 
the Superior Court, by Edwin P. Griswold, 
Administrator, against the New-York and 
New-England Railroad. The plaintiff's ward, 
Charles P. Griswold, aged 16 years, was em- 
Ployed by Mr. Chickering, the keeper of the 
station restaurant in Waterbury to distribute 
handbills on trains running into that 
place and was given a free pass to 
ride over the road for that purpose. 
The proposition to start the Waterbury 
restaurant was made to Mr. Chickering by 
Mr. Holbrook, Superintendent of the road, 
who said it would be an advantage to the 
road. Young Griswoid’s duties did not re- 
quire him to travel as far east of Waterbury as 
Plainville, but he went there to stay over Sun- 
day with his mother and also at other times, 
and was passed free without question. On one 
visit, in July, 1883, while there he heard of an 
accident on the road at Clayton, and went to see 
the wreck, riding ina baggage car. <A collision 
occurred and the boy was kiiled. Judge An- 
Grews fourd “that the collision was caused by 
the gross negligence of the defendants’ servants” 
and that ‘'Griswola himself was guilty of no 
contributory negligence unless the law itself im- 
putes such negligence to him from bis riding in 
the baggage car.” It appeared toat it had been 
his habit to ride in that car, and no notice hai 
been given him not togointo it. The court 
awarded $1,500 damuges, and the railroad com- 

pany took an appeal. 

The case has just been argued before the Su- 
preme Courtof Errors. The pla:ntitf claimed 
that riding in a baggage car simply is not in the 
Jaw contributory negligence and will not be im- 
puted to a passenger who occupies it when the 
railroad company permits him to enter for his 
journey. The boy was allowed to ride there by 
the conductor without warning. It is not neces- 
sary that a passenger’s fare should be paid in 
money to constitute him a passenger for hire. 
If the company receives any benefit in connec- 
tion with his passage the permission to ride is 
not a gratuity in law. But a free passin the 
strict sense of the words—a pure gratuity—does 
not exempt from liability under the terms of 
the contract. The same considerations of pub- 
lic policy govern whether the passenger 
be one for hire, a gratuitous passenger, 
or a passenger on a puss exempting the 
company from liability. The defendants re- 
plied that Griswold would not have been burt 
had he been in one of the passengericars, where 
no one was injured. The baggage car is an un- 
safe place to ride in. He was old enough to 
know in what cars he ought toride. He was 
abusing his privileges in riding on his pass from 
Plainville to Clayton, as his pass was only issued 
for use in his employment. It wasa long step 
beyond his rights to use it foran excursion to 
view a railroad wreck. There was no considera- 
tion for his pass as he was using it. His riding 
was purely gratuitous. The railroad company 
received no sort of advantage in his going to 
Clayton. He wasavailing himselt of a gift un- 
der an express limitation on the extent of the 
gxift. These are only in brief some of the lead- 
ing points in the case. As establishing a prec- 
edent the decision of the court will be of im- 
portance, but it will not be handed down for 
several weeks, and it may be months, as the 
court never hurries in reporting its decisions. 





HANLAN AND LEE WIN. 


THEY DEFEAT COURTNEY AND CONLEY AT 
DOUBLE SCULLS WITH EASE. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 15.—The race be- 
tween Hanlan and Lee and Courtney and Conley 
was rowed this afternoon. The contestants were 
ready for the start shortly after 4 o’clock. At 
the word Hanlan and Lee caught the water and 
sent their shell half a length to the front, and 
gradually increased their Jead with a steady 38 
stroke, Courtney and Conley pulling unevenly. 
In this order they continued for the first quarter 
of amile, Hanlan and Lee gradually increasing 


their lead until three-quarters of a length was 
gained. Then Courtney and Conley settled down 
to steady work, and the crews kept the same 
relative distance to the half mile. From this on 
to the three-quarters both crews seemed to be 
pulling tor all they were worth. 

At the end of the first mile Hanlan and Lee 
gradually increased the gap. Hanlan smiled at 
Courtney’s rowing, and he and Lee made the 
turn first with apparent ease. Courtney and 
Conley steered wildly and took Hanlan and 
Lee’s water. They zigzagged all over the course, 
from the mile to tne turn, which they made 
clumsily. They rowed slowly and steadily after 
making the turn, and their opponents won easily 
by three lengths in 15:15, Courtney and Conley 
came in 15 seeonds later. Entering on the last 
mile Hanlan and Lee had the race well in hand, 
and began to take things coolly, with three 
open lengths between them and Courtney and 
Conley, giving the latter their wash. When two 
and one-balf mijes were completed Hanlan and 
Lee rested a few seconds, and again upon enter- 
jing upon the finish. When Courtney and Con- 
ley had nearly reached their stern Hanlan and 
Lee settled down to work, and with a dozen 
strokes sent their shell four lengths into the 
lead, but on slacking up a little at the finish 
won by three lengths. Hunlan was hailed with 
great enthusiasm, 

Hanian and Lee’s time was 18:15; Courtney 
and Conley’s, 18:24, corrected time. 

Referee Osmand said: “‘It was no race, 
Courtney cannot row as nicely as Hanian. Han- 
lan bad a length atthe quarter, two lengths at 
the balf, and turned in this position. Hanlan 
could bave made better time if he desired. 
Courtney took Hanlan’s waier several times, 
The race is officially given to Hanlan and Lee.” 
Very little money changed hands. 





FITZHUGH LEE’S CHANCES. 

RicHMOND, Va., Oct. 15.—A meeting of 
the Democratic State Commitee was held here to- 
day and the chances of Fitz Hugh Lee’s election 
as Governor were discussed with much hopeful- 
ness. Democrats from some of the doubtful 
districts were present to ask for financial aid. 
The fact that the Republicans are making a 
close and vigorous canvass was fully impressed 
upon the committee to-day. The Democrats 
say their greatest fear is that overconfidence on 
their part may cause the leaders to underesti- 
mate the stupendous efforts that are being pit 
forth by their opponents. The Democratic com- 
mittee are to-night considering the question of 
raising money and the manner in which it is to 
be raised. It is stated, but not for publication, 
that they have a fair prospect of getting all the 
money they need fortbe campaign. Friends of 
Gov. Cameron say that he expects to preparea 
vigorous letter soon denouncing Mahone for in- 
spiring the Jetters which have recently appeared 
in the Philadelphia press arraigning him. 





A BOY ATTACKED BY A CAT. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 15.—Several weeks 
ago a large cat was locked upinthe cellar of a 
dry goods store, and has since refused to be re- 
leased from its dark abode. The animal had 
been without food and water so long, and had 
become so ravenous that it was copsidered dan- 


gerous to enter the cellar. No one has gone 
down for over a week, and it was supposed the 
cat was dead. A little cush boy who volunteered 
to make the attempt this morning was permitted 
to go into the cellar witha lantern. He had 
scarcely entered when the clerks heard agoniz- 
ing screams, and rushing down found the iittle 
fellow vainly attempting to free himself from 
the ferocious animal, which had tastened its 
fangs in his Jeft hand, and was lacerating his 
arms with its claws. The cat was finally killed, 
and the boy’s hand was found to be very much 
injured. The thumb was s0 badly bitten that it 
may require amputation, 





O'LEARY TO MEET WESTON. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.—Daniel O’ Leary, 


‘the pedestrian, arrived here to-day. He is go- 


ing to walk a mile ina skating rink to-morrow 
night while aman named Frank Gorman skates 


two miles. On Saturday he goes to New-York 
to sign articles with Weston for a six days’ walk, 
totake place in Madison-Square Garden this 
Fall. O’Leary says that he bas walked 175,000 
miles and made $150,000. He has lost most of his 
money in stock speculations. He says that 
Rowell has made $90,000, and he believes Rowell 
can cover 650 miles in six days. In the coming 
walk between O’Leary and Weston O’Leary says 
that both he and Weston expect to beat their 
records.

PRESUMING SECRETARY OOON. 


HE DARES TO EXPRESS AN OPINION ON 
THE OHIO ELECTION. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Coon has been put to some annoyance to- 
day by the inquiries of officeholders and corre- 
spondents who went to him to find out whether 
the report was true that Secretary Manninghan. 
demanded his resignation because he had ex- 
pressed an opinion as to the probable effect of 
the Ohio election on the contest in New-York 
A reporter of the Critic yesterday gave some 
short paragraphs containing the substance of 
talks with prominent men. Among them was 
one representing that Mr. Coon said: ‘* The 
victory in Ohio will inspire confidence and 
awake enthusiasm in New-York, and havea 
very good effect. It should add several thousand 
Republican votes. I have no doubt of Daven- 
port’s election.’’ Assistant Secretary Fairchild 
could draw no inference from the Ohio result as 
to its effect upon New-York. Treasurer Jordan 
could not see thut the Ohio result affected New- 
York in any way. Controller Maynard expressed 
a similar opinion. Mr. Coon is a Repubiic- 
an and all the rest Democrats. For ex- 
pressing his opinion Mr. Coon was to-day 
assailed by the. Post; first, for being “ by 
some grotesque complication which we do 
not undertake to explain, the Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury under a Democratic Ad- 
ministration,” and next because, having been 
retained as Assistant Secretary, he should pub- 
licfy proclaim his delight in an event ** which he 
must know is unwelcome” to the Government; 
and it speaks of him as holding his piace “ by 
sufferance” and advises him to remember **that 
the bread of indulgence should be eaten in 

silence if not in gratitude.” 
Mr. Coon said this afternoon that he had read 
the Past tecture, but that he had not yet been re- 
uested by Mr. Manning to withdraw from the 
‘reasury Department; nor did he propose to eat 
the bread of indulgence in silence. He had filled 
the piace of Assissant Secretary under Mr. Man- 
ning at the Secretary’s request, atter he had 
offered his resignation. He had said frankly at 
that time that he wasa Republican, and shouid 
probably remain one until he found a better 
party to join. It did not ocenr to him 
tha this occupation of the office preeluded bim 
from expressing his satisfaction at a Republic- 
an success. While he had held the place under 
Mr. Manning he had cordially seconded all his 
efforts, and had, he believed, as faithfully dis- 
charged his duties as if a Republican Secretary 
had held office. He had not criticised the Secre- 
tary orthe President. It would, in his opinion, 
have been grossly improper and indelicate to 
have doneso. Hesaw no reason why be should 
not reply bonestly to the inquiry ot a reporter 
about the Ohio election as safely and with as 
much propriety as Mr. Fairchild or Mr. Jordan. 
It does not appear that the Post spoke by au- 
thority in lecturing Mr. Coon. If it did, its 
language, unfortunately, is susceptible to but 
One interpretation, and thatis that somebody 
expected that Mr. Coon was to be bought off, 
and that the price for his renunciation of Re- 
publicanigsm was to be bis salary and a high posi- 
tion.

POWERS OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH SUS-. 


TAINED—FIGHTING THE DISEASE. 
MONTREAL, Oct. 15.—Judge Taschereau 


Court on the petition of Mr. A. W. Atwater, act- 


trate Dugas to compel him to punish offenders 
under the act constituting the Central Board of 
Health, which was yesterday declared by the 


court to be Jegal and _ constitutional The 
petition was issued in the name of Michael 
Bolard, one of the sanitary officers who took a 
complaint against a woman named Durocher 
for infringement of the regulations. Judge 
Taschereau declared the petition well foonded, 
maioteined all the conclusions, and directed that 
a peremptory writ be issued, ordering Mr. Dugas 
to compiy therewith. As Mr. Dugas, however, 
showed that his only object was to facilitate the 
ends of justice, costs were not granted against 
him. The effect of tne judgment will be that 
the cases under the act will at once be actively 
proceeded with. 

Since the 18th of September last 400 Boards of 
Health have been established in the Province of 
Quebec, all subject to the Provincial Board of 
Health. There were 41 deaths from smallpox in 
the city yesterday; in St. Jean Baptiste, 5; St. 
Gabriel, 1; St. Cunezgonde, 8; St. Henri, 5, and 
Cote St. Louis, 2; total city and suburbs, 62. The 
Finance Committee to-day set aside $2,500 for 
compulsory isolation. One hundred special con- 
stables are being engaged to discover infected 
houses, and when the patient refuses to go to 
the hospital they will notify the employers of 
every person in the place who is engaged in any 
store or factory, and every effort will be made 
to have them discharged. The nuns have also 
promised to give every possible aid in this work. 
An appropriation of $6,500 was also made to pro- 
vide a body of mounted police for two months 
to preveut further rioting. 





A RAILROAD BRIDGE BURNED.

IZEN FATALLY INJURED.

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TAMMANY’S LOCAL TICKET 


TAKING ALL OF THE OFFICES" 
EXCEPT'THREE. 
{RVING HALL GIVEN’ THOSE AND.OBLIGED! 
TO BE SATISFIED—TAMMANY’S FLING 
AT THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY. 

The 1,300 anti-civil service delegates to 
the Tammany County Conventiomall had print- 
ed handbills ridiculing the civil service law 
when they entered Tammany Hall yesterday 
afternoan. Anamicable arrangement had been 
made with the Irving Hall organization, and 
little variation was made in the ticket as printed 
in yesterday’s Tomes. The Tammany and Irving 
Hall sub-conferernce committees had met at the 
Westminster Hotel at 11 A. M., and during the 
afternoon the full conference committees of 
both organizations unanimously ratified the 
action of the subcommittees. The ticket as 
agreed upon, and as nominated by both the 
Tammany and Irving Hall County Conventions, 
was as follows: 

For Sherif—Rugh J. Grant, Tammany Hail. 

For County Clerk—James A. Fiack, Tammany Hall. 

For Prestaent of the Board of Aldermen—Hobert b. 
Nooney, Irving Uall. 

For Justice of the Supreme Court—George C. Barrett, 
anited nominee. 

For Judge of the Superior Court—Rastus 8. Ransom, 
Tammany Hall. ts 

For Judo of tne Court of Common Pleas—Henry W- 
Bookstaver, Tammany Hall.

BM. Ehriich, Irving Hell. - 

For Cvoroners—¥erdinand Levy." Tammany Hall; 
Dr. John H. Demarest, Irving Hall, and John W. Rep-

The labors of the conference committee were 
continued until after 5 o’clock, and it was ten 
minutes past that pour when Secretary Gilroy 
called the convention to order and announced 
that in the absence of the Chairman, Joseph J. 
©’Donohue, Charles E. Loew would preside. 
There wasashout of applause when Mr. Loew 
ascended the platform. Mr. Loew made nv 
speech. Mr. Gilroy read the letter of ac- 
oeptance from Justice Barrett, of the Supreme 
Court, who had already been renominated by 


the convention. Gen. Spinola, then, on behalf 
ot the conference committee, said a union could 
not be arranged except with the Irving Hall 
Democracy. He charged that Mayor Grace had 
become boss of the County Democracy by driv- 
ing Thompson into the ditch. The Mayor, he 
paid, had made up the whole county ticket in his 
own Office in the City Hall. The Mayor was am- 
bitious and wanted to control the courts of_the 
city, and to extend his powers in the City Gov- 
ernment generally. He had dictated every nomi- 
nee on the whole County Democracy ticket. 

James J. Martin presented a written report 
from the conference committee, which was 
unarimousiy adopted, in which it was said that 
the committee had waited * upon a gathering in 
Chickering Hall, styling itself a Convention of 
the County Democracy,” and had presented the 
peaceful overtures of Tammany Hall. Then 
followed a statement of the pointed rejection of 
the overtures by the County Democracy, and 
the resolutions adopted at that convention. The 
report gave the County Democracy credit only 
for frankness in admitting past connection with 
“deals,” puffed the well known virtue and 
honesty of Tammany Hall, and included the foi- 
lowing wail: 

“ Your committee did not understand this body to 
seek any deal or bargain with any organization for the 
mere purpose of distributing offices among the rival 
County Conventions, but it invited the County Democ- 
racy to o inthe jabor of selecting candiaates for 
whom al! Democrats could vote asa matter of party. 
and whom ail good citizens could support as a matter 
of duty to this municipality. The peaceful overtures 
of this convention have been rejected, in the name of 
good government ana sound politics, by a tumultuous, 
disorderly mob of empioves from the city depart- 
ments, acting under the dictation and direciton of a 
band of politica) mercenaries whose shameful abuse of 
public trusts have escuped the corrective process of 
the criminal courts, through the imbecility or con- 
nivance of the District Atturney.” 

W. Bourke Cockran presented a platform 
which reiterated Tammany’s peculiar ideas 
about civil service reform, denounced the gas 
monopoly, and resolved that all legislative can- 
didates should be compelled to accept an anti- 
monopoly platform. It called attention to cor- 
ruptions in “‘every department of the City Gov- 
ernment that has been controlled by members of 
theso-called County Democracy,” ana especially 
condemned “the infamous attempt to force all 
householders in this city to become purchasers 
of water meters atexorbitunt prices.” The re- 
cent ietter of Coutroller Loew to the Senate in- 
vestigating committee pointing out the unjust 
discrimination against property situated in New- 
York County was approved, and a demand was 
made in behalf of the oppressed property own- 
ers of the city thata resident of New-York be 
placed on the State Board of Assessors. Public 
attention was called to the testimony taken by 
the Senate committee concerning the purchase 
of armory sites in this city, and it was demanded 
that immediate steps should be taken to ascer- 
tain by judicial inquiry the existence and extent 
of any frauds that may have been perpetrated 
and to secure legal redress for the taxpayers. 
This piatform was adopted. 

Jobu M. Bowers, of the Nineteenth Assembly 
District, then nominated, with a fulsome speech, 
Hugh J. Grant for Sheriff. There was a wild war- 
whoop when Mr. Grant’s name was mentioned, 
and the delegates shouted and cheered. Joel O. 
Stevens, whom John Kelly recommended for 
Sheriff, seconded the nomination, and Charity 
Commissioner Brennan and ex-Alderman Jobn 
Cochrane also spoke in favor of Mr. Grant. This 
and the other nominations, as given above, 
were unanimously and with many eulogistic 
speeches made. Mr. Cockran, in nominating Mr. 
Flack for County Clerk, said that the sincerity 
of Tammany’s position on the civil service 
question would be found in the character of the 
nominees of the convention, 

Hugh J. Grant, the nominee for’ Sheriff, was 
defeated last year as Tammany’s candidate for 
Mayor by Mr. Grace. He is the Tammany leader 
in the Nineteenth Assembly District, and served 
as Aiderman for two years. James A. Flack, 
nominated for County Clerk, is a native of 
Willsborough, Essex County, N. Y., and is 55 
years of age. He made a great deal of money by 
a contract for binding Moody and Sankey’s 
books. He has held only one office, that of 
School Trustee of the Thirteenth Ward. He isthe 
Tammany leader in the Twentieth Assembly 
District. Rastus 8. Ravsom is aiaw partner of 
ex-President Arthur, and is a new recruit 
to Tammany, having been admitted only 
three weeks ago. Heis known as a “ political 
lawyer.” Henry W. Bookstaver is the junior 
member of the law firm of Vanderpoel, Green & 
Cuming, and is now appearing for Jay Gould in 
the Keep libel ease. Simon M. Ehrlich is 35 
years old, anda lawyer. David McAdam is at 
present Chief-Justice of the City Court. He 
is the author of standard works on “ Land- 
lord and Tenant.” “City Court Practice,” 
and “City Court Reports,” and has al- 
ways headed any ticket upon which he has 
run. Ferdinand Levy is at present a Coroner. 
J. W, Reppenhagen is a livery stable keeper in 
the Tenth Ward, and has never held public 
otiice. Dr. John H. Demarest is a resident of 
Harlem, and ran on the Citizens’ ticket for Cor- 
oner in 1882, being defeated, however. Robert 
H. Nooney is a provision deaier, and has been 
the Irving Hall Chairman for two years past. 

Excise Commissioner Haughton presided at 
the Irving Hali convention last night, and 
Charles G. Cornell madea report on benhalt of 
the conference committee of the organization. 
The report was similar to the oue made in the 
Tammany County Convention. Mr. Corncil 
moved the adoption of the report. This was the 
occasion of an outburst of opposition on a part 
of some of the delegates, and ex-Asse;ublyman 
Jonn;C. Brogan.took the floor to ex iain 
their view of the matter. He claimed tat the 
conference committee had usurped its powers. 
It was not created to say wiwu should be named 
on the county ticket from irving Hall. its duty 
was simply to confer with Tammany Hail us 
to how the offices should be divided. Tie Irving 
Hall committee bad been instructed to demanu 
one of two offices—either the Shrievaitv. or 
County assesment Instead of that, the Irving 
Hall committee had ailowe ! tse orcunization to 
ne fed on taffy and tu be wur off wit: a tew oi 
the minor offices. Mr. Broan said that Tan- 
many could not win without the votes of lrvine 
Hall, and he favored making unotier attempt to 
get either one of the two county ofiices. 

Considerable cheering greeted the remarks of 
Mr. Brogan, who was disposed to continue the 
discussion, but the Chairman, Mr. Haughton, 
smoothed the matter over by explaining that 
everything that was possible to be done had 
been done toward effecting an honorable union 
based upon an equitable distribution of the 
offices. Strange to say the opposition to the re- 
port on the part of Mr. Brogan and_the_ other 
delegates entirely disappeared when Mr. Haugh- 
ton had mace hisspeech. Mr. Cornell’s motion 
to adopt the report was unanimously carried. 
The work of nominating the various candidates 
agreed upon was then gone through with, par- 
ticular enthusiasm being manifested when the 
names of the members of Irving Hali were 
mentioned.

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} Cate of stock, and the indorsements on its back, 
} that was originally issued by the Elmira Gazette 
Company to Edward L. Patrick, and tor which 
he paid with the proceeds of a check for $10,000, 
signed by William M. Tweed. It will be seen 
trom thedate of the certificate (July 80, 1870,) 
that Patrick became the nominal purchaser of 
these 200 shares of stock soon after the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature of 1870, of which Pat- 
rick was a member from Elmira, and in which 
he had been a serviceable tool of Tweed, voting 
for every one of his bills for plundering the 
New-York City Treasury and perpetuating the 
power of the ring. Patrick had doubtless 
been well paid in hard cash for his services 
in that Legislature, as were most of Tweed’s 
tools, and the investment in the Elmira 
Gazette was made in hisname as a cover. This 
is shown by the fact that on Sept. 13, only 45 
days after the issue of the certificate, it was as- 
signed over by Patrick to William M. Tweed,

David B. Hill, now Democratic candidate for 
Governor, took Patrick’s place in the Legisla- 
ture as Representative from Elmira.

It is safd that Hill 
now claims to have purchased the stock for 
$5,000, giving the joint note of himself and Tidd 
and Atkinson to an unknown man 1n Elmira, 
from whom they borrowed the purchase money.

CROPS IN THIS STATE. 


PLENTY ABOUNDS IN SPITE OF A WET, 
HARVEST AND POTATO ROT. 

Troy, N. Y., Oct. 15—Crop reports ‘to 
the Times show that in Washington County 
potatoes would average well with last year or 
former years were it not that they are rotting 
badly. The prospects now indicate that the rot 
will diminish the yield to two-thirds or three- 
fourths of last year’s production. If the rot 
continues, as is now feared, these figures 
will be generally reduced. These averages in- 
clude the counties about Troy. The re- 
ports are made in bushels for yield, and in per- 
centage for condition, the latter being for an 
average crop and not as compared with any one 
year. These returns embrace 12 counties—Rens- 
selaer, Washington, Warren, Albany, Saratoga, 
Herkuner, Montgomery, Fulton, Dutchess, 
Greene, Schenectady, and Coiumbia. 

The May frost last year injured rye in yield and 
quality, and the frost of Sept.3 injured both 
corn and buckwheat. The excessive rains the 
latter part of the month damaged: wheat, 
oats, and barley, and reduced their average con- 
dition, Potatoes are rotting badly all over the 
Stute, and not more than a two-thirds crop will 
be merchantable. Apples are light in some sec- 
tions, as this is the off bearing year, but in local- 
ities where the May frost of last year killed the 
blossoms the crop is very heavy, so that there 
will be 20 per cent. at least more than an 
off year crop in the State. There have 
been no jserious disasters to crops in 
New-York other tban the wet harvest and 
the potato rot. Plenty abounds. ‘The animals 
in the State have been freer from diseases than 
those of almost any other State. The percent- 
age ot lossis very small. The State has been 
tree from contagious disorders other'than in- 
fluenza with horses. The season has been char- 
acterized allover the State as the wettest for 
years, and as also exceedingly cool The hot 
days of September saved a largeamountof corn, 
and killing frosts held off until Oct, 7%. :

A PROVINCIAL GOVERNOR'S LETTERS, 
From the Concord (N. H.) Monitor, Oct. 9, 

During his recent visit to the Provinces 
Secretary of State Thompson found in the 
council chamber of the Governor of Nova Sco- 
tia three volumes of letters of Gov. Wentworth, 
covering his entire administration as Governor 
otf the Province of New-Hampshire, with the 
exception of one year. The letters begin in 1767, 
and some of them are dated as late as 1776, the 
latter having been written after he left the Proy- 
ince, Covering as they do the period immediate- 
ly preceding the Revolution, these letters are 
of more tban ordinary interestand value. They 
were retained by Gov. Wentworth, at the time 
other papers relating to the Province were re- 
turned in accordance with the treaty of 1782, 
probably on the ground that they were semi- 
private in their nature, and at bis death they tell 
into the hands of a private individual, by whom 
they were presented to the Province of Nova 
Scotia. The Province, of course, will not part 
with them, but copies should certainly be pur- 
chased by this State and filed with other papers 
of asimilar character.

GENTLEMEN: Iam in receipt of your commu- 
nication officially informing me of my nomina- 
tion for Governor by the Democratic Conven- 
tion. This nomination I gratefully accept. ‘To 
be the candidate of the party which has given 
to the State such distinguished Executives as 
Marcy, Wright, Seymour, Hoffman, Tilden, 
Robinson, and Cleveland, is both an honor and 
a responsibility which I fully appreciate. 

The excellent platform adopted by the con- 
vention meets my entire approval, and the prin- 
ciples therein enunciated should commend 
themselves to every right-thinking citizen who 
desires only the public good. Unlike tbe plat- 
form of our opponents, it requires neither ex- 
planation por apology. 

Most cordially do 1 concur in the declaration 
that the Democracy of the State tender to Presi- 
dent Cieveiand their * hearty approbation of the 
public policy which has governed his official ac- 
tion,” their confidence in the wisdom of his Ad- 
ministration, and their appreciation of “bigs 
firm, considerate, and conscientious conduct as 
President.”” The Republican platform, on the 
other hand, in ill-tempered language denounces 
as ‘“‘hypocritical pretenses” the efforts whici 
the President has made for the purification of 
the pubiic service, the correction of long exist- 
ing abusea, and lis professed desire and honest 
eudeavors for better government, and it ‘‘con- 
demnsthe National Administration” for every 
reform which it has inaugurated in the manaze- 
ment of the finances, in the regulation of the 
commerce, andiuthe enforcement of the laws 
of the country. 

The issue thus sharply presented by the plat- 
forms of the two parties cannot be changed by 
the individual utterances of candidates or the 
upauthorizéd explanations of party newspa- 
pers. Our opponents, as a party, are opposed to 
the policy and principle of President Cleveland, 
and their success at the ensuing election would 
surely be proclaimed throughout the country 
as a condemnation of his Administration. ‘the 
hands of the President will be strengthened by 
a victory of his party friends—not by the suc- 
cess of the enemies of his party. 

1 believe that the civil service of the country 
should be retormed. The continued ascendency 
of one party in the National Government for 4 
years jed to abuses, the creation of sinecures, 
and the prostitution of public positions to parti- 
san purposes. Any laws not inconsistent with 
the true spirit of our institutions, having for 
their sole object and purpose the correction of 
such abuses, and capable of practical and im- 
partial enforcement, must commend themselves 
to all thoughtful men. My views upon this sub- 
iect have been previously expressed in many 
public utterances, were stated in my message to 
tbe Legisiaturein January last,and have been 
exemplified in the conscientious enforcement of 
the civil service jaw of the State during my ad- 
ministration of the office of Governor. 

Another of the earnest Gemands of the hour 
is municipal reform. Its accomplishment will 
be hastened when municipal elections shall be 
separated from national and State contests, leav- 
ing the people free to select their local officers 
uniniuenced by partisan considerations and un- 
disturbed by national and State issues. It isto be 
recretted that the powers of some of our large 
municipalities are not sufficiently exten- 
sive to avoid the necessity of constant 
jegishitive action concerning matters which 
should be under purely local control, and 
the details of which, it would seem, 
could be more wisely determined by local au- 
thorities. I believe in home rule for cities. 
Within certain proper limits they should be per- 
mitted to govern themselves, inaugurating their 
own public improvements, as well as authoriz- 
ing and restricting their own expenditures, 
heir public servants shou!d be held to a strict 
accountability under wise and rigorous laws, 
and the best citizens should participate in the 
honors and burdens of local administration. 
The much desired work of municipal reform 
which so intimately concerns more than half the 
people of the State could then be successfully 
inaugurated and perfected. 

The interests of iabor are worthy of serious 
consideration attbe hands of the State. Such 
Jegisiation should be enacted as is Gemanded by 
a just and proper appreciation of the wants and 
needs of workingmen. Honestlabor should be 
protected as faras possible from the unjust com- 
petition of prison ljabor,and laws should be 
framed providing for the amicable arbitration 
of differences between the employer and the 
employed. 

The laws of the State relating to taxation need 
revision to the end that all kinds of property 
may more cyually bear the burden of the ex- 
penses of Government, and that the many dis- 
criminations ard abuses incident to the present 
system may be avoided or corrected. 

I am in favor of the continuation of that poli- 
ey which isin part regulated by law, and which 
requires that considerations of partisanship 
alone shall not contro! in the selection of the 
various boards and commissions to be appointed 
by the Executive, such as the Railroad Commis- 
sion, the Civil Service Commission, and the man- 
agers of our charitable and penal institutions. 
The choice of the persons to administer such 
trusts should be based upon their competency, 
fitness, and integrity, and a due regard for the 
great public and private interests involved. 

Three years ago, by an unprecedented ex- 
pression of the popular will, the admtnistration 
of State affairs was committed to the hands of 
tue Democratic ‘arty. It certainly is not inap- 
propriate to review briefly the work accom- 
plished under that administration, During it 

state civil service law hus been enacted, and 
now in successtul operation; political assess- 
nts of empicyes in the public departments 
ive been probibited; the rights of all citizens 
itbrimary elections have been protected and 
vuiated by law; a bureau of statistics of labor 
hus been estabiisbed; the saie of State torest lands 
has been forbidden; important amendments have 
been made to the tax laws; a business system for 
the construction and care of the Capitol bas 
been adopted, thereby preventing the waste and 
extravagalice previously the rule; receivership 
ibuses have been corrected; a Board of Claims 
nas been established, where the demands of citi- 
zens against the State may be judiciously de- 
termined; deception in sales of dairy products 
bus been prevented, anda State depurtment in 
the interests of Gairymen has been created; a 
State Board of Pharmacy has been provided; 
new contracts for convict labor have been for- 
bidden in ail the penal institutions of the State; 
child Jabor by contract in penitentiaries and 
houses of refuge has been prohibited; addi- 
tional powers have been conferred upon 
the heads of municipalities; banking under 
false or misleading names has been made 
1 crime; the saie of eanned goods has 
veca regulated and fraudulent practices therein 
prevented: preference in public employment has 
been guaranteed to honorably discharged sol- 
liers: Wages of employes have been made pre- 
ierred Claims in assiguments; agencral mechan- 
ics’ lien law has been perfected; the National 
Guard has been provided with a permanent en- 
campment ground owned by the State; the 
Falls of Niagara have been made free to the 
world, and the surrounding scenery preserved; 
a forest commission has been created; coilateral 
inberitances have been made subject to taxation; 
useiess oftices have been abolished, and useless 
expenditures prevented; extravagant salaries 
for public officiais have been reduced, and the 
burdens of State taxation have been materially 
lessened, 

These are a few among the many important 
measures enacted and reforms accomplished un- 
der Democratic State Administration in the 
three years now nearly past. Much more might 
have been accomplished had not the recommen- 
dations of the Executive been disregarded by 
hostile Legislatures during two of those years. 

Tue Nationai Democratic Administration dur- 
ing the few months in which it bas been in 
power has more than metthe just expectations 
ot the people, and by pledges fulfilled has com- 
mended itself to patriotic citizens without dis- 
tinction of party.

DAVID CROMWELL’S POPULARITY IN THE 
TWELFTH SENATORIAL DISTRICT. 


Nyack, Oct. 15.—The prospects for elect- | 


ing a Republican State Senator from this 
(Twelfth) Senatorial district in the place of 
Henry C. Nelson are very flattering. The dis- 
trict, composed of the counties of Westchester 
and Rockiand, is naturally Democratic, but two 
qualities enter in the present cguvass, which even 
many Democrats acknowledge are favorable to 
the Republican Party and unfavorable to them. 
One of these qualities is the conceded populari- 


ty of the Republican candidate, and the other, 
the unpopularity of their own nominee, Mr.

Mr. Nelson, although he has bestowed all his 
patronage upon his own county, to the entire 
exclusion of his former constituents in Rock- 
Jand, hus lost greatly in popularity among his 
own people since his last election.

“eat crow;” but there is a large number who 
will show the courage of their convictions on 
election day and vote for Mr. Cromwe!l. While 
the feeling of opposition to Mr. Nelson is seen in 
nearly every quarter of this county, it is es- 
pecially strong in Clarkstown, which is the 
stronghold of the Democracy here. Democrats 
of prominence in that town, including office 
holders, do not hesitate to make public declara- 
tion of their intention to use their votes and in- 
fluence against Mr. Nelson on election day, and 
the result of the ballot there will make an inter- 
esting showing on the evening of Nov. 5. Some 
of the Democratie intluence here is already be- 
ing exerted in behalf of Mr. Cromwell, and it is 
certain that the Democratic nominee for Sen- 
ator wiil run a long way behind his ticket in 
Rockland County. A united effort on the part 
ot the two counties will make Mr. Cromwell’s 
election sure.

A TRIP THROUGH ALASKA. 
seep ctetia a cc 
LIEUT. ALLEN EXPLORES THE 
THE TENNAH AND TAKON RIVERS. 

CricaGco, Ill., Oct. 15.—Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, isinthis city, received a telegram 
yesterday from Lieut. Henry T. Allen, of the 
Second Cavalry, stating that he had arrived 
safely in San Francisco after his Alaska explora- 
tions, having completed a journey through the 
regions of the far North, which, in the opinion 
of Gen. Miles, excels all explorations on the 
American continent since the time of Lewis and 
Clarke and the world’s record since Livingston. 

Lieut. Allen left Sitka last February and 
journeyed to the mouth of the Copper River, 
which he followed until he reached the great 
Alaskan range of mountains, ‘These he crossed 
on snowshoes to the head of the Tennah River 
—in itself a marvelous accomplishment. For 
700 or 800 miles he followed the Tennah until it 
emptied into the Takon, the great river of the 
north, to its mouth, a distance of 400 or 500 miles 
more. Uponthe completion of his great jour- 
ney Lieut. Allen repaired to Fort Michel, on the 
Behrings, and returned on the steamer Corwin. 

The exploration of the Tennah and Takon 
Rivers has been the ambition of explorers long 
before Alaska came into the possession of the 
United States, but the Russians failed each time 
it was attempied. Since then several explora- 
tions by American officers have ended in fail- 
ure, until among the army officers onthe Pacific 
coast the feat came to be considered well-nigh 
impossible. Lieut. Allen’s companions werea 
Sergeant and an officer of the Signal Corps, to- 
gether with the om he persuaded to 
join him. 
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NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS. 
PERSIA WANTS MORE BUSINESS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—In a dispatch to 

he State Department, dated Sept. 7, the drago- 
man of the United States Legation at Teheran 
givesthe substance of a recent conversation 
with the Persian Minister of Foreign Affairs, in 
which his Excellency asked whether the Ameri- 
cans would engage in business in Persia, as the 
Persian Government was disposed to offer every 
facility in their power to improve business rela- 
tions between Persia and the United States, 
Any proposals, he said, for concessions for traina- 
ways, rallways, mines, or commercial projects 
would receive the most serious and favorable 
consideration from the Government, provided 
the persons naking them were known and intro- 
duced by the Minister of the United States.

The Democratic organ at Washington 
appears to have a notion that by con- 
stantly assuming to speak for the Admin- 
istration it may create the impression that 
it speaks by authority. It obviously has 
not given that impression .to Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Coon, who 
quite ignores its lecture to him on the im- 
propriety of expressing satisfaction with 
the Republican victory in Ohio. Mr. Coon 
says that he was asked by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to: retain his of- 
fice after he had offered his resig- 
ation, with the full understanding that 
he was a Republican and would probably 
remain.one. It would be paying a very 
‘poor compliment to the Secretary if Mr. 
Soon should assume that the latter wished 
to bribe him to abandon his political pref- 
érences or to silence the proper-expression 
of them. Mr. ManninG did a very cred- 
¥table act in retaining Mr. Coon, but it 
‘was one which the average Democratic 
journal seems quite incapable; of under- 
standing. 














As will be seen by our Washington dis- 
patches Mr. Pearson and the Postmaster- 
General have been conferring regarding 
postal matters in New-York with good 
results. One of these is the authorized 
increase by fifty of the number of letter 
carriers in this city. Another—due to the 
suggestion of the Postmaster-General—is 
the proposed publication of a weekly 
postal guide for New-York City, the 
details of which will be found 
in our dispatches, and which bids 
fair to be extremely useful. It is a great 
change for the better when the practical 
and faithful Postmaster of New-York 
ceases to be regarded with hostility in the 
department, as he has been in the past, 
simply because he was practical and faith- 
ful. The old-time enmity toward him has 
been transferred from the Hatton ring to 
the New-York Sun, and the latter at pres- 
ent is about as formidable as the former. 














Ex-Controller GRANT refused yesterday 
to explain the nature of his business rela- 
tions with FERDINAND WARD, protesting 
that they had nothing to do with his con- 
duct in the Controller’s office, but not 
only the transactions of his office with 
WakpD and with the Marine Bank but the 
testimony of clerks in his office and that 
of the City Chamberlain indicate that 
something must have influenced his con- 
duct besides a prudent regard for the city’s 
finances, Notwithstanding his denial, it 
was shown that he asked at the Chamber- 


jain’s office if the deposits at the Marine J 





Bank could not be increased, and some- 
how they kept a remarkably even pace 


with the sale of revenue bonds to WarD, © 


and they were left undisturbed when war- 
rants were drawn for city payments. His 
statements in regard .to having his atten- 
tion drawn to the large deposits there are 
entirely at variance with those of the 
clerk, BARRETT, and he made no satisfac- 
tory explanation of the large sales of rev- 
enue bonds to WaRD when others were 
seeking them and when in fact their issue 
was unnecessary. He even tried to have 
the receipts delivered to Warp before the 
bonds were paid for. It is evident that an 
explanation of his relations with Warp is 
necessary to a clear understanding of 
these transactions. 








The news from Montreal is encouraging, 
notwithstanding the fact that there were 
62 deaths from smallpox in the city 
and its suburbs on Wednesday, for the 
courts have decided that the Central 
Board of Health is a legally constituted 
body, and that police magistrates can 
punish those who violate the health laws. 
A writ of mandamus has been issued to 
compel police magistrates to impose pun- 
ishment upon those who offend in this re- 
gard. At last the authorities seem to be 
working to some purpose. A strict en- 
forcement of the lawsand regulations will 
reduce the death rate slowly but surely. 








Somebody has been ‘* stuffing” JONES 
of Binghamton. He has got the funny 
idea into his head that ‘‘the people de- 
mand an honest and economical expendi- 
ture of their money by their servants,” 
and in his letter of acceptance he declares 
that it will be his duty, if intrusted with 
the people’s confidence, ‘‘to comply with 
this demand.” This is preposterous. Under 
the Constitution the Lieutenant-Governor, 
as everybody knows, is made the custedian 
of the State funds, and in addition to fix- 
ing the compensation of the officers of the 
State Government he is expected to support 
the dignity of the State by a liberal ex- 
penditure in providing a series of weekly 
champagne lunches in the Capitol during 
the session, in buying balloons for all 
the country fairs, and in living like 
a prince himself as a social exam- 
ple to other citizens of the State. 
It will be Gen. JoNEs’s duty to do these 
things handsomely, without regard to any 
whimsical demand of the people for hon- 
esty and economy. The General is too 
solemn by half. The Democratic State 
Committee expected from him a rollick- 
ing letter which \ould send a ripple of 
innocent merriment over the surface of a 
canvass which, upon the Hill side, has 
opened in a most sombre fashion, 








MR. HILL’S LETTER. 


The letter in which Mr. HIuu has finally 
announced his acceptance of the nomina- 
tion of the Democratic Convention is 
more smoothly written and better ar- 
ranged than the documents hitherto writ- 
ten by him; but whatever aid he has had 
in its preparation has not saved it from 
being, on the whole, a feeble attempt to 
cover up his own weakness and borrow 
the strength of others. It opens with a 
platitude about the honor and responsi- 
bility of his nomination by the party 
which has given distinguished Execu- 
tives to the State. The honor of being 
named to succeed Marcy and Wriaat is 
a remote one, and that of being named to 
succeed HOFFMAN is doubtful, since it re- 
calls unhappily the period when Mr. HILL 
was in the Assembly, while the responsi- 
bility of filling the place of CLEVELAND is 
one which Mr. Hitt has already shown 
that he is quite incapable of bearing. 

He appreciates this fact and endeavors 
to connect himself as closely to Mr. 
CLEVELAND by his professions as he has 
been separated widely from him by his 
acts. Fortunately for him, and unfortu- 
nately for the Republican Party, he is able 
to speak harshly and with justice of the 
‘* ill-tempered language” in which the Re- 
publican platform denounces the National 
Administration. That language was ill- 
advised as well as ill-tempered, and was 
not justified by the facts; but it is the can- 
didate and not the platform that will be 
voted for. The honey-sweet yet purposely 
vague compliments paid by Mr. HIiLx to 
President and Governor CLEVELAND can- 
not conceal the fact that by his public 
conduct and private intrigues, by his as- 
sociations and complications, by his 
favors shown and pledges given to 
the class of politicians whom Mr. 
CLEVELAND abhorred, the present Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor has arrayed 
himself against his predecessor’s princi- 
ples and shown himself unworthy to re- 
main in the office to which he succeeded. 
The brief and guarded allusion he makes 
to civil service reform, the qualifications 
with which he s0 carefully surrounds his 
profession of approval of it, the fear he 
shows lest the civil service laws should 
be found ‘‘inconsistent with the true 
spirit of our institutions,” and not ‘‘ capa- 
ble of practical and impartial enforce- 
ment,” contrast very strongly with the 
plain, sincere, and direct utterances of 
Mr. CLEVELAND on the same subject. 
And when he declares that ‘‘the hands 
of the President will be strengthened by 
a victory of his party friends, not by the 
success of the enemies of his party,” he 
speaks to a body of voters quite able and 
ready to make up their own minds on 
that question, and far from willing to be- 
lieve his judgment on it any more con- 
clusive than it is disinterested. 

In regard to State matters, and particu- 
larly to municipal matters, Mr. HILL’s 
statement of professed principles does not 
agree with the facts in his career perfect- 
ly well known in New-York and Brook- 
lyn, where he hopes to allay opposition by 
these statements. When he talks about 
“home rule for cities” and says that 
“‘they should be permitted to govern 
themselves, inaugurating their own pub- 
lic improvements as well as author- 
izing and restricting their own ex- 
penditures,” he does not forget, but 
he wishes to make the people of New- 
York and Brooklyn forget, very conspicu- 
ous and important acts of his within the 
last year, like his veto of the Brooklyn bill 
to give the “‘local authorities” power to re- 
place by fair salaries the extravagant fees 
of the County Clerk and Register, on the

pretext that the salariesshould be fixed by 
the Legislature, whose “ constant action 
concerning matters which should be under 
purely local control” he affects to depre- 
cate. This is but one glaring instance of 
the way in which he has defeated “ home 
rule for cities” for no reason whatever 
but to obtain the favor of jobbing politi- 
cians and advance his personal fort- 
unes. But he errs greatly when he thinks 
that the voters will take his worthless pa- 
per promises in lieu of the solid coin of 
faithful action which he has impudently 
refused to them. — 

Mr. Hi~u devotes nearly half of his 
letter to a review of the ‘‘ work accom- 
plished” since the ‘‘administration of 
State affairs was committed to the hands 
offthe Democratic Party.”” About all there 
is good in it is due, in part, to the action 
of Gov. CLEV#LAND, in striking contrast 
to his own since he has held the Execu- 
tive office, and in part to the Republican 
Legislatures, which he coolly describes 
as ‘‘hostile.” A fair idea of the candor of 
this ‘‘review” may be had from his an- 
nouncement that ‘‘ the Falls of Niagara 
have been made free to the world, and the 
surrounding scenery preserved”—a bene- 
ficial measure which was purely non-par- 
tisan, and which he would have defeated 
had he dared todoso. Mr. H1Lu knows, 
however, that his claim to the confidence 
of the State will be judged by what he 
has done and omitted, and his attempt to 
steal a verdict of approval on the strength 
of the record of Mr. CLEVELAND and of 
legislative work which he impeded or op- 
posed is, in its desperation, a confession of 
weakness. ‘ 





THE RILL-TWEED PARTNERSHIP. 


We must once more ask the forbear- 
ance of the Elmira Gazette for a publica- 
tion which brings to the broad light of 
day the personal and political secrets of 
its early history. We have already es- 
tablished beyond doubt the fact that 
Davip B. Hitu and Wiuuiam M. 
TWEED were partners in the _ busi- 
ness of publishing that newspaper from 
Sept. 13, 1870, to June 17, 1871. Asa vis- 
ible evidence of this partnership between 
the present Democratic candidate for 
Governor and the great thief we publish 
upon our second page this morning a fac 
simile of the certificate of stock represent- 
ing TWEED’Ss interest in the Gazette com- 
pany. 

This certificate was originally issued on 
July 80, 1870, to Epwarp L. PaTRICK, 
who was TWEED’s tool in the Assembly 
in 1869 and 1870. Patrick paid with 
TwEsD’s money for the shares repre- 
sented by the certificate, and forty-five 
days after its issue of the stock he trans- 
ferred it to TWEED, as appears by the fac 
simile indorsement over his signature. 
On June 17, 1871, when the _ dis- 
astrous exposures of THE TIMES 
were near at hand and public suspicion 
was already aroused against the ring. 
TWEED was willing to relinquish his as- 
sociation with a man who could be of no 
further use to him, and on June 17 he ex- 
ecuted in blank a transfer of the certifi- 
cate, and it passed from his hands into the 
hands of Davip B. HILL, as has been 
established by the affidavit of Horton 
TIDD. 

Upon the face of this certificate the 
curious voter will see the autograph of 
Davin B. Hitt. It shows up beautifully 
in our facsimile. Upon the back of the 
certificate appeurs the autograph of W. M. 
TWEED, in a strong, heavy hand, showing 
in its want of finish traces of the nerv- 
ous agitation to which Mr. TwWEEp fell a 
victim about that time. This fac simile 
presents to the eye a proof already clear 
to the moral sense of the people that 
Davip B. HiLt was altogether too near 
TWEED during his first term of service as 
an Assemblyman to have escaped that 
contamination of which he has in later 
years so often given evidence. 





THE LOCAL CONTEST. 

A prominent member of the Tammany 
Hall organization is quoted as saying, aft- 
er the nominations had been made yes- 
terday: ‘‘If the Republicans can poll 
75,000 votes they will win.” Itis proba- 
ble that they could win with a smaller 
number, but it is well-nigh certain that 
they can polla larger number than that 
with a ticket that would by its inherent 
merit draw the full strength of the party 
to its support and command the unquali- 
fied confidence of all citizens. It is long 
since the Republican vote of this city has 
been fairly measured. The complications 
of the national and local canvasses last 
year prevented it. It was not the 90,000 
given to BLAINE nor the 70,000 or there- 
about cast for the judiciary candidates. 
The former drew from other sources 
and the latter lost by the Citizens’ 
Committee’s indorsement of the Coun- 
ty Democracy nominations and the ad- 
vantage of candidates who were al- 
ready on the bench. In 1883 the canvass 
was unimportant and the vote light, and 
there was no fair measure of party 
strength on eitherside. In 1882 Cuark, for 
Sheriff, had over 77,000, and a Republican 
candidate for Superior Court Judge over 
75,000, but the figures were affected on 
one side by a citizens’ movement and on 
the other by the influence of the Cleve- 
land campaign in the State. In 1881 the 
total vote fell below 150,000. The Demo- 
crats were divided, as now, and ROLLINs, 
Republican, had for Surrogate 57,275 to 
43,454 for the County Democracy candi- 
date, and 46,914 for thatof Tammany and 
Irving Hall combined. Going back to 
1880, when the Democrats combined in 
support of a single ticket, we find the 
vote for GARFIELD exceeding 81,000, and 
that for Republican candidates for local 
offices rising above 90,000. 

It is evident that the Republican vote of 
this city depends greatly on circum- 
stances, the controlling circumstance be- 
ing the character of the candidates on 
both sides, and secondary to that the in- 
fluence of the general canvass that hap- 
pens to be going on. With the influence 
of the general canvass in their favor, with 
the Democrats divided, with bad or in- 
different nominations against them, and 
with an altogether unexceptionable ticket 
of their own, their chances would rise 
almost to an assurance of success. The 
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certainly in their favor. The State ticket 
has united the party and filled it 
with confidence, while their opponents 
have put themselves on the defensive with 


nominations that cause distrust and dis- 


satisfaction. The Democrats in the city 
are not only divided, but both factions have 
made nominations which are not cal- 
culated to win support from any but 
their own zealous following. The one 
thing remaining for the Republicans is to 
put in the field a ticket of their own 
which shall by the acknowledged ability 
and integrity of the candidates command 
the zealous adherence of every man who 
counts himself a Republican and the confi- 
dence of independent voters regardless of 
party sympathies, 

The judiciary nominations should be set 
apart as a class by themselves, and there- 
by the strength may be taken out of the 
other tickets, while the rest of the task of 
nominating will be greatly simplified. 
Judge BaRRETT, of the Supreme Court, 
has been nominated by both the Dsamo- 
cratic factions, and he should be accepted. 
The County Democracy has renominated 
SEDGWICK, the Republican incumbent of 
the Superior Court bench, and in return it 
would be most wise and prudent to accept 
their candidate, E>DwarRpD PATTERSON, for 
the Court of Common Pleas, a man highly 
qualified for the place. Tammany has re- 
nominated McApam, of the City Court, 
and he is every way worthy of Republican 
support. Judge Hawes, of the same 
court, is deserving of re-election, and, if 
nominated, he would be the only judiciary 
candidate having the Republican nomina- 
tion alone, and would certainly go through 
with the rest of the ticket, being by far 
the best of the candidates named for his 
place. 

This disposition of the judiciary ticket 
would leave little strength to contend 
against, and simplify the contest greatly. 
We have nothing to say against Mr. 
Waite, the County Democracy candidate 
for Sheriff, but it would be very easy to 
name a Republican better qualified for 
the office and more likely to inspire con- 
fidence in citizens who are seeking to ele- 
vate the public service to a higher plane, 
while Mr. HueH J. GRANT simply repre- 
sents the methods and the purposes of 
Tammany. Both Democratic candidates 
for County Clerk are weak in everything 
but the political following that is acquired 
by subordinating public interests to party 
ends. -A Republican of recognized ca- 
pacity and high character would com- 
mand a larger support than either. The 
Presidency of the Board of Aldermen is 
an important office, and the County 
Democrats have named a worthy candi- 
date for it, but the Republicans will not 
find it difficult to select oneequally good 
and to elect him. Competent men for 
Coroners are not hard to find. 

While a good local ticket would derive 
advantage from the strength of the State 
ticket it would also contribute materially 
to the success of the party in the State. 
After the County Convention has been 
held, there will remain two days for the 
registration of voters. The Republicans 
are apt to suffer most from a light regis- 
tration and alight vote, Let them put a 
ticket in the field which will not only 
promise success in the local contest, but a 
substantial improvement in the character 
of public officials and the administration 
of public affairs, and it will have a de- 
cided effectin calling out the voters to 
register their names and to cast their bal- 
lots. It willadd thousands of votes to 
the score of DAVENPORT and CaRR on 
Nov. 8. There is every inducement and 
encouragement for the Republicans of 
this city to do their best and worthiest in 
the work of nomination that is now be- 
fore them. 








WARD'S STATEMENTS. 

From his comfortable quarters in Lud- 
low-Street Jail FerDINAND WARD is send- 
ing out, ostensibly for the enlightenment 
of the public, long and carefully prepared 
statements in which he undertakes to 
show that his associates and those who 
did business with him were rascals, while 
he is suffering for having filled their pock- 
ets with money. He asks the public to 
believe that they have made him a scape- 
goat and are willing that he shall be pun- 
ished while they enjoy their liberty and 
the profits of his rascality. Apparently 
unable to see that his statements confirm 
the proof of his own guilt, he attempts 
to blacken the characters of other men in 
the hope that his publications will create 
for him sympathy in some place where it 
will do him some good. His trial is soon 
to take place. If by these appeals and as- 
sertions he can warp and twist the minds 
of one or two of the men who are to find 
a verdict in his case, and can gain their 
favor, his work will not have been done 
in valn, 

This is not the first time that an ac- 
cused person has endeavored to gain val- 
uable sympathy by long statements ad- 
dressed to a body of possible jurors. It is 
not the first time that persons indicted for 
great frauds and awaiting trial have un- 
dertaken in this way to show that they 
were scapegoats, Thesuspension of Chief- 
Justice VINCENT of New-Mexico, for hav- 
ing appointed STEPHEN W. Dorsry to be 
a Commissioner of Jurors may recall to 
some the history of the star route prose- 
cutions. This reappearance of one of the 
defendants may remind those who fol- 
lowed the course of those remark- 
able proceedings of the numerous 
statements that were published in behalf 
of those defendants in the days preceding 
the first trial and in the period between 
the first trial and the second, The care- 
fully prepared attacks upon the prose- 
cutors, the studied explanations that were 
made, and the appeals to party prejudice 
and personal feeling—all were a part of 
the defense and were of some service to 
the defendants in the city where they 
were tried. 

Those defendants escaped punishment, 
They were even able to retain the great 
sums which they had ‘‘saved” by indus- 
try in the mail service. They now enjoy 
their liberty and their wealth. 

Has WarD been encouraged by their 
success to imitate their methods of de- 
fense? Does he hope by his statements 
and appeals to convince some of the citi- 
zens of New-York that he has been a 
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victim of more cautious men who would 
now like to see him put out of the way? 
And will he, too, go out of court with a 
verdict of acquittal? 

Probably not. In this business Warp 
isa bungler. He has confessed his guilt, 
and he cannot pose as a scapegoat with- 
out repeating his confession. And he is 
heavily handicapped by the fact that one 
of his associates in crime—whose offenses 
were surely no greater than his—has al- 
ready been convicted and is now under- 
going punishment. 








THE NEW MOHICAN 

The report just received at the Navy 
Department from Commander B. F. Day 
on the performances of the Mohican dur- 
ing her first cruise, from San Francisco to 
Panama, at which latter point she is now 
lying, forms a good supplement to the re- 
cent report of the Board of Investigation 
of which Capt. IRWIN was President. 

The total cost of the Mohican, it will be 
remembered, was stated by the board to 
be $907,798 23, more than two-thirds of 
this money being expended since the 
Spring of 1882. The engines and boilers 
and their appurtenances cost $231,032 03. 
In spite of this outlay on the machinery 
of a vessel of only 1,900 tons displace- 
ment, the cruise, according to Commander 
Day, developed weakness after weakness. 
Before she got out of San Francisco Bay she 
‘* broke an eccentric strap,” the accident 
being caused by ‘‘too tight a fit in the 
valve.” Then followed ‘‘a great deal of 
trouble with the feed and bilge pumps,” 
this continuing through the cruise, so 
that donkey pumps had to be used. The 
water valves and gauges also gave trouble. 
During a week’s stay at Pichilingue ‘‘ the 
engineer force was constantly employed 
repairing engines.” Then she started for 
Acapulco, but on the way the engines had 
to be stopped to repair water valves. 
With the wretched ventilation the heat 
in the forward end of the fireroom was 
150°, and behind the cylinders in the en- 
gine room it was 135°, so that bulkheads 
had to be removed to reduce it. Between 
Acapulco and Corinto there were more 
stops for repairs. The engineers certain- 
ly worked their passage to Panama. 

As Commander Day was selected to 
command the Mohican no doubt he speaks 
as well of his vessel as he can. After re- 
citing the facts he makes the temperate 
comment that ‘“‘ the engines seem to have 
been indifferently finished;” and he 
dwells quite enthusiastically on the Mo- 
hican’s steering qualities, her steadiness, 
and her speed under sail, as if eager to 
praise whatever he can. The engines had 
received, it must be said, no proper trial 
before going on the cruise, although the 
Mohican had taken nearly thirteen years 
in building. 

The Irwin board, which was certainly 
judicial in its report, commended the 
substitution of a new type of boiler after 
the original one had proved defective. 
The highest speed achieved by the Mo- 
hican on her cruise, according to Com- 
mander Day’s report, was from nine to 
nine and a half knots, with six boilers in 
use. It may be wondered, therefore, 
what speed she would have achieved 
without these improvements. 

The Mohican was begun without: au- 
thority of law or legal appropriation, 
andj;during the process ,of building 
her rig was changed from that of 
a ship to that of a bark; one set 
of boilers was condemned and another 
putin; her keel, deck frames, and other 
parts decayed and were renewed. The 
labor on her cost 40 per cent. more at 
Mare Island than it would have on the 
Atlantic coast; in short, Secretary WHIT- 
NEY has declared that she cost ‘* at least 
three times” what aship of her class and 
character could be built for. Yet she has 
second-hand wire rigging fifteen years 
old, and her possibilities of speed are 
shown by Commander Day’s report. She 
is of a type now obsolete for war ships. 

It has sometimes been said that by his 
Mare Island investigation and his Mohican 
board Secretary WHITNEY has shown that 
war ships must not be built at the navy 
yards, while by his Belknap board and his 
treatment of Mr. Roacu’s Dolphin he has 
prevented them from being built any- 
where else. Neither of these propositions 
is quite true. Mr. WHITNEY has certainly 
shown that from navy yards turned into 
mere centres of political intrigue and 
managed without regard to economy 
nothing but extravagance can be ex- 
pected. In the case of the Mohican 
the Navy Department persisted in build- 
ing a new vessel not authorized by 
drawing from an annual repair fund; 
and the work at Mare Island was carried 
on with a good deal of reference to Cali- 
fornia politics. Yet the Mohican board 
reported that ‘‘ a navy yard, having a good 
plant and being untrammeled in the em- 
ployment of skilled labor, considering 
that the element of profit and the com- 
pensation of all officers is eliminated from 
the cost of its outlay, should compete suc- 
cessfully with private establishments.” 
Showing how navy yard work has been 
wrongly conducted in the past is not 
equivalent to showing that it cannot in 
the future be employed at all. 

It is undoubtedly true, however, that 
private yards are much more in favor 
both in foreign countries and in our own 
for Government shipbuilding. But only 
within the last fortnight have the plans 
of the Walker Naval Board for the addi- 
tional steel vessels authorized by Congress 
been made public. Only when bids are 
called for to furnish vessels on the ap- 
proved plans shall we be able to say 
whether private builders have or have 
not been frightened off by Secretary 
WHITNEY’S action. 








The release of RicHaRD Morris from 
the Albany Penitentiary by Judge Coxe, 
of the United States District Court, will 
probably be followed by the discharge of 
many other convicts who are undergo- 
ing punishment which they richly deserve, 
but whose conviction was procured in an 
unconstitutional manner. MORRIS was 
sentenced to imprisonment for one year 
at hard labor for illicit distilling. He 
had been prosecuted by information and 
not upon an indictment found by a Grand 
Jury. Not long ago the United States 
Supreme Court decided that a crime 
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of years at hard labor is an “infamous 
crime,” The Constitution provides that 
‘‘no person shall be held to answer for 
a capital or otherwise infamous crime un- 
less on a presentment or indictment of a 
Grand Jury.” Therefore the court held 
that a person prosecuted only upon an 
information and sentenced to imprison- 
ment at hard labor is entitled to be dis- 
charged on a writ of habeas corpus, Un- 
der this decision Morris easily gained his 
liberty. The decision of a Washington 
court in the star route cases four years 
ago ought to have served as a warning to 
District.Attorneys.

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

Mme. Judic is not seen to as much ad- 
vantage in “ Le Grand Casimir’’—which was rep- 
resented at Wallack’s Theatre yesterday even- 
ing—as in the other pieces of her réper- 
toire. “Le Grand Casimir,” which was first 
rendered in this city by Mme. Théo and her 
associates, some months ago, though in no way 
remarkable in respect of plot or incident, can 
be made quite entertaining by a company of 
efficient comedians, Its success, however, 
does not depend solely upon the erx- 
ertions of the heroine, and, besides, it 
requires some singing capacity on the part of 
the principal actors concerned. Mme. Judic had 
& 00d deal to say last evening, and she said it 
with her wonted sweetness of tone, demureness 
of manner, and charm of look—three things 
that escape most of the spectators assembled in 
so large an auditorium as that of Wallack’s 
Theatre—but the dainty comedienne and song- 
stress had really nothing toimpart,either through 
the medium of speech or that of song, that 
was fitted to awake the listener from 
a sort of pleasant apathy that endured throuch- 
outtwo of thethree acts of the operetta. In 
the third act matters became livelier, and there 
was considerable horseplay, in which, happily, 
Mme. Judic took no hand; and between the 
cheering influence of a decidedly equivocal state 
of affairs, and the enlivening spectacle of M. 
Meziéres, as a newly married man, car- 
rying a feather bed and sundry domestic 
articles from room: to room in the en- 
deavor to elude the pursuit of his first 
wife, a good deal of merriment was aroused. 
The story of “Le Grand Casimir” has already 
been rehearsed in these columns. The 
piece turns on the flight of a lion tamer 
from his wife, the principal rider of 
the troupe, upon her hunt tor the 
fugitive, upon the lion tamer’s enforced espou- 
sal of a Corsican maiden, and upon the happy 
annulment of the later match and the reconcil- 
jation of the original couple. *‘* Le Grand Casi- 
mir’ comes nearer to opera bouffe than 
to comédie vaudeville, and, as mentioned 
already, Mr. Grau’s company hardly teems 
with vocalists. Mme, Judic sang her numbers 
with delightful clearness and significance, but 
the lyric work of the remaining performers re- 
vealed a complete lack of voice, ear, and mu- 
sical knowledge. M. Meziéres’s Casimir, if not 
as characteristic or elaborate a portrayal as 
many of his efforts, was the most effective 
achievement beheld during the evening, and 
his antics in the third act were par- 
ticularly laughable. The other erform- 
ances were of uneven merit, ut the 
general effect was not exhilarating, and the in- 
terminable intermissions, which caused the 
representation to last much longer than it 
should have done, added to the somewhat un- 
satisfactory impression under which the audi- 
ence dispersed.

KENTUCKY NEGROES AROUSED. 


A CONVENTION CALLED TO DEMAND THEIR 
RIGHTS UNDER THE LAW. 

Lovisvintuz, Ky., Oct. 15.—During the 
past two weeks the question of the improper se- 
jection of petit juries, because of the failure to 
include colored citizens in the jury lists, has 
been twice raised, and to-day the Executive 
Committee appointed by the colored State Con- 
vention last year has issued a call for a State 
Convention to demand civil rights under the 
law. The cali makes the followiug statements 
in regardto the treatment which colored men 
receive at the bands of the courts: 

** We are harassed by some of the railroad com- 
panies, who take our first class tares and then 
we are driven into smoking cars, and if we de- 
mur are cursed and roughly handied. Our 
women have been beaten by brutal brakemen, 
and in many cases left to ride on platforms at 
the risk of life and limb. We are tried in courts 
controlled entirely by white men, and no col- 
ored man sitsona Kentucky jury. This seems 
no mere accident, but a determined effort to ex- 
clude us from fair trials and put us at the mercy 
of our enemies, from the Judge down to the 
vilest suborned witness. When charged with 
grave offenses the jailis mobbed and the ac- 
cused is taken out and hanged; and out 
of the hundreds of such cases since the 
war not a single high-handed murderer 
has been even brought before a court to 
answer. Colored men have been deliberately 
guarded, and few, if any, nurderers have been 
punished by the law. Theindecent haste to free 
the criminals in such cases has made the trial a 
farce too ridiculous to be called more than a pup- 
pet show. The penitentiary is full of our race, 
who are sent there by wicked and malicious per- 
secutions and unjust sentences, dealt out by 
Judges who deem a colored criminal fit only for 
the severest and longest sentences for trivial 
offenses. In all departments of the State we are 
systematically deprived of recognition, except 
in menial positions. In our metropolitan city, 
and even cities of lesser note, we are not con- 
sidered in the appointments in fire companies, 
the police force, nor any public employment. 
In tact we are the ruled class, and have no share 
in the Government.” 

The convention to discuss these complaints 
and demand redress is called for the 26th of No- 
vember in Lexington. 


MASTER JOHNSON PUNISHED. 

A warrant for the arrest of Miss A. R. 
Stevens, a teacher in Public Schoo}! No. 5, Brook- 
lyn, was yesterday issued by Justice Walsh on 
the complaint of Henry Johnson, one of her 
pupils, who charges her with assaulting him. 
Henry, who is only 9 years old, says that on 
Wednesday morning he committed some slight 
offense, when Miss Stevens came up to him, 
caught him by the throat, and violently banged 
his head against the corner of the window sill. 
The banging was done with so0 much 
force that a serious wound was inflicted 
upon the chila’s head, which was cut 
open. Henry says that Miss Stevens was in an 
awful rage, and each time she banged his head 
she exclaimed, ‘* 1711 kill you, I'll kill you.” Aft- 
er the child’s head had been pretty thoroughly 
banged Miss Stevens noticed the blood, and 
then she desisted and proceeded to 
bathe the wound. Then she pasted sticking 
plaster all over the wound, and at the noon re- 
cess she took the child home. His mother did 
not notice the wound until after the teacher bad 
gone, but then sbe heard her son's story, and 
immediately swore out a warrant against the 
teacher. The case will come up to-day.

THE NEW-YORK POST OFFICE, 


—_——~»——— 
PLANS IN CONTEMPLATION FOR IXNPROVING 
ITS SERVICE. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Postmaster Pear. 
son’s long talk with Postmaster-General Vilas 
yesterday afternoon was of service to both those 
gentlemen in helping each to better appreciate 
the efforts that the other is making in his offi- 
cial capacity to secure an improved public serv- 
ice. The understanding between them is excel- 
lent, and cannot be other than beneficial to the 
public. Mr. Pearson has been embarrassed for 
several years in his efforts to bring the New- 
York office up to the standard of efficiency 
which he has kept in view, by an enmity, and 
sometimes vindictiveness, in the Post Office De- 
partment that began at the head, and was found 
cropping out in the ranks of the subordinates, 
who had reason to believe that it would be bet~ 
ter to treat the New-York Postmaster as a 
nuisance to be abated rather than as a progress- 
ive man to be sustained and encouraged. Un- 
der the present Administration Mr. Pearson hag 
been offered ample opportunities for explana- 
tion whenever complaints have been made 
against the New-York service. Instead of seiz 
ing upon complaints as a welcome excuse for 
making them a pretext for further criticism and 
Oppression they have been submitted for ex- 
amination to fair-minded commissions, and the 
results of the examinations by these unpredjus 
diced agents have in every case redounded to 
the Postmaster’s good. 

Among other things that will be gained by 
the recent examination and report on the city 
service will be an increase of the number of let- 
ter carriers by 50 men. Another thing discussed 
and decided upon by the Postmaster-General 
was the publication of a weekiy postal guide 
for New-York City. The idea {s that of Post- 
master-General Vilas, and is adopted with the 
belief on his part that. besiaes furnishing the 
patrons of the Post Office with much useful in- 
formation in a convenient form, it wiil contrib- 
ute to a purpose that he has formea of keep- 
ing the public thoroughly familiar with the 
operations of the office, of inviting attention ta 
its work, and perhaps criticism, which can only 
result in greater efficiency. This postal guide 
will contain a most complete lot of tables, set- 
ting forth the arrivals and departures of the 
mails, foreizn and domestic, the movements 
of ocean steamers carrying the mails, the 
connections of trains from New-York to the 
most distant points,and will enable one who- 
will study the tabies to tell precisely at what 
moment a letter dropped ina particular street 
box will reach San Francisco or Chicago or any 
other prominent city. Further than that, and 
in pursuance of the intention to extend thé 
workings of the office fully, it will tell from 
week to week the delays‘occurring to mails ta 
and from the city and the causes of detention. 
The guide will probably fill 40 pages. Thera 
will be, perhaps, 30 or 82 pages of advertises 
ments printed within its covers. The Post. 
master-General will soon advertise for bids 
tor the preparation of the guide, and after 
that for proposals among the bidders 
see which of those who offer the best 
bids for getting out the guide will offer to 
sell at the lowest figure to the public. The 
price of the guide is to be fixed at not more 
than 5 cents a copy, and Postmaster-Generai 
Vilas believes that there will be competition 
enough to place its benefits to the public at 
something less than 5 cents. 

SENATOR EUSTIS WEARY. 
DISPOSED TO FORGIVE THE PRESIDENT FOR 
USING HIS OWN JUDGMENT. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—It is not many 
months ago that Senator Eustis, of Louisiana, 
lifted himself into public prominence by round- 
ly berating President Cieveland because certain 
persons of Louisiana recommended for appoint- 
ment had been set aside for other persons in- 
dorsed by Senator Gibson and who appeared to 
the President to be better fitted for office than 
those suggested by Mr. Eustis. Since Mr. Eus- 
tis’s return from Europe there have been inti- 
mations thrown out that heis disposed to for- 
give the President and behave himself, if some 
manifestation of restored executive good-will 
can be made, Heis nere, and so is Col. Burke, 
whose winning smile and fascinating manner 
are daily observed in the Wnite House by visit- 
ors to the President. Burke and Eustis are 
warm friends, and they train in the same po- 
litical band in Louisiana. Mr. Eustis has not 
yet gone to the White House, but it is said that 
Col. Burke has gone a long way toward prepar- 
ing tor a_ cordial reception of the junior 
Senator. Mr. Eustis is out in the cold at the be- 
cioning of what may be a very inciement Win- 
ter, and it is believed that he wouid be glad if 
he could blot out his New-Orleans interview 
and start fresh in his search for Presidential! fa- 
vors. Col. Burke does not keep the Senator 
very well in hand, or el3se the Star misunder- 
stood him gravely, forin its columns on Wednes- 
day afternoon Mr. Eustis is reported as having 
said that “he regarded the Republican victory 
in Ohio asarebuke tothe President, as Hoad« 
ly was the Administration’s cundidate, He 
added that he stood by ali the utterances in his 
article in the North American Keview, and that 
in passing asa Senator upon the nominations 
he would be guided by his own judgment, and 
not by thatot the President. He felt satisfied 
that the Democratic Party woulda sustain him, 
Eustis, in his opposition to the policy of the 

President.”

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HE CARDINAL'S FUNERAL 


IMPRESSIVE SERVICES HELD AT 
THE CATHEDRAL, 

YAST THRONGS IN AND AROUND THE BUILD- 
ING AND MANY DIGNITARIES TAKING 
PART IN THE HONORS TO THE DEAD. 

The body of Cardinal John McCloskey, 
robeé in the vestments of sacred office and sur- 
rounded by all the impressive solemnity of 

Roman Catholic ceremonial, was laid to-rest 

yesterday in the vault beneath the altar of St. 

Patrick’s Cathedral. A large assembly of Arch- 

bishops, Vicars-General, Monsignori, and other 

clerzy gathered from ail parts of the country to 
do bonor to the dead man’s memory. A large 








crowa of people filled the great cathedral to its, 


utmost capacity, and sat or stood throughout 
the four hours’ ceremony with respectful at- 
tention. The ceremony itself was elaborate and 
imposing, and its effect was increased by a 
musical programme of significant beauty in- 
terpreted by a large force of skilled singers. The 
arrangements for the accommodation of those 
who assembled to show their veneration for the 
dead prelate were good, and nothing occurred 
to mar the smoothness and impressiveness of 
the obseguies. 

Daylight found people waiting in front of the 
cathedral, The largest number was on the 
Fitth-avenue side in tront of the draped central 
entrance. The other entrances on that side ana 
those on the two numbered streets were also be- 
Bieged, while the railing between the two houses 
belonging to the cathedral on Madison-ayenue 


were lined with people patiently waiting in the 
vaio hope that the doors might be opened to 
let them pass through, or that failing that they 
might gain admission to the services as a reward 
for having been on hand soearly. The majority 
of the first arrivais by their appearance were 
servant girls and laboring men, who were giving 
their hours for sleep, the only time they 
could spare, to pay their tribute of de- 
votion. Many of them looked as though 
they had been waiting outside all night. 
““We came here at 3 o’clock this morning,” said 
the leader uf a party of six women, whoclung to 
the Madison-avenue railing, “and I think they 
might let us pass in for a moment.” Sympathy 
with this wish was expressed in various ways 
by those who heard it. Some of them said they 
had waited as long. 

By 7 o’clock those who waited outside could 
have filied the catnedral. The police arrange- 
ments until this hour barely interfered with the 
gatherings on the four thoroughfares, for there 
was no disorder, and the sidewalks were not ob- 
atructed, exceptin places now and then. But 
when the police put formal guard at 
the corner outposts at Fifth and Madison 
avenues and at “Fiftieth and Fifty-first 
streets the crowd was slowly pushed 
back along the outlying blocks. By 8 o’clock, 
when Superintendent Murray arrived, 300 officers 
were on duty in the vicinity, Close lines of them 
stretched across the four corners from which 
the cathedra! and the episcopal residences may 
be approached, while companies were statione’ 
op each vlock for such disposalas circumstances 
might from time to time require. The Superin- 
tendent’s orders were that no one was to pass 
the lines without a ticket. During the next 
hour squads of officers were detailed to the vari- 
ous entrances and to the two marble residences 
on Madison-avenue. The general crowd wus 
kept beyond the outposts. There was 
such aerush of ticket holders, how- 
ever, that at the hour when the serv- 
ices were to begin the broad approach to 
the cathedral on Fifth-avenue, buiging out 
especially from tbe north and south doors, 
which alone were open, was so closely packed 
with people that they impeded their own prog- 
ress. Two women fainted who were near the 
doors. Details of police, coming up at this time, 
cleared the doorways within which the women 
were carried. After this the entrances were 
accessible only through lines of officers, and by 
#:30 o’clock ticket holders had no trouble in get- 
ting immeciate admission. 

Meanwhile, priests and members of the vari- 
Dus orders and societies were reaching the resi- 
fence of the cathedral clergy in groups and 
Bingiy, on foot and in carriages, ata rapid rate. 
This was the point of interest for the next haif 
bour for those who were looking on, for pres- 
entiy Father Lamme!ll came out from the resi- 
Gence, leading the chancel choir of boys and 
robed priests along the sidewalk to the guteway 
of the court yard, midway in the biock, and 
thence through the yard and into the cathedral 
at the rear. The procession of priests and 
ebured dignitaries, all clad in full vestments, 
roves of white and purpie, and the heavy 
booded cloakings of the sacred orders, ming- 
ling at that time without regard to rank 
or conditiun, followed the choir closely, 
The lines straggied toward the end, and 
It was a half hour before all had passed within. 
While they were passing, squads of men in the 
uniform of the Papal Guard and in green and 
orange dress were entering the cathedral from 
Fiftieth-street. 1t was intended that the full 
procession of priests, choir, and guards should 
proceed from the residence of the clergy, aiong 
Fittieth-street to Fifth-avenue, entering the 
cathedral by the main door. In expectation of 
seeing this procession a crowd had waited at 
Fiftieth-street and Fifth-avenue, and the win- 
dows of the Buckingham Hotel and of houses 
on Fiftieth-street and Fifth-avenue were occu- 
pied for that purpose. Miss Mary Anderson, 
whose rooms at the Buckingham overlook 
Fiftieth-street, was one of the many who were 
Gisappvuinted because the procession started too 
late to toilow that route. 

When tbe sound of services could be heard 
from within the poiice lines were relaxed on all 
sides except immediately about the cathedral. 
It was not long before the opposite sidewalks 
and stoops were crowded. People stood across 
the way from the Archbishop's house content to 
look upon the biack and purpie crape hanging 
at the doorbell. There was littie else to see 
there, for the door was opened only twice, 
that two infirm priests, one tottering with 
age and one a paralytic, might be car- 
ried through the house to the cathedral. 
Pictures of the Cardinal in biack prints and in 
colors were on sale along the biock, and found 
many buyers. The boys at the Orphan Asyium, 
who were let out to see the procession of priests, 
huddied against the fence of their high yard on 
Fifty-first-street until long after the services be- 
gan. ‘They could not bave been more quiet and 
deterential if they had been taken within the 
cathedral. The spirit of deference, indeed, was 
universal, for not only was there no trouble in 
keeping the people in order, but thé outside at- 
tendance at no time perceptibly diminished un- 
til the doors of the cathedral were finally closed, 
when all who attended the services had passed 
out. 

DECKED IN MOURNING GARB. 

Inside the church plenty of work was found 
for the large force of ushers chosen from the 
Alumniand students ot St. Louis College, of 
tois city, under the direction of Prof. John P. 
Brophy. The ushers were: Prof. Henry R. 
O’Connor, John B. Brophy, W. T. Brophy, 


George S. Connell, Gabriel Chevalier, L. J. Cal- 
laban, Jr., Charles P. Doelger, Gustave G. Govin,

lace, and Thomas P. Wallace. They were as- 
sisted by a delegation of five from the Catholic 
American Union. Seats had been reserved in 
front on the centre aisie for relatives of the Car- 
dinal and distinguished visitors who bad been 
invited, and the ushers had work enough to do 
in keeping these empty and the aisles passable. 

In the centre aisle,opposite the eighth pew from 
the chancel steps, — the catafalque bearing 
the casket. The catafalque was austere in ita sim- 
plicity. A square platform, covered with black, 
formed its buse. Small stanchions supported a 
framework, ali of which was covered with black, 
and from which, between the stanchions, hung 
narrow festoons of the same color. On the 
top of this frame 82 tali candles sheda dim, flick- 
ering light upon the catafaique and the casket. 
The flames of the candles were blown by the 
draft gently toward the southeast corner of the 
church, and little clouds of duli blue smoke 
dritted away in that direction. In the centre of 
the catafalque was a raised platform covered 
witha yellowcioth. On each of the four cor- 
ners of this hung sguares of black cloth, oneach 
of which were imprinted the Cardinai’s coat of 
arms, with the motto, “In spem vite eter- 
ne.” The Cardinai’s red hat bung at the west 
end of the catatalique, just beiow the foot of the 
casket. 

The casket, with the head to the east and ele- 
vated at a slight angle, rested on topof the 
platform. The casket, of San Domingo mahog- 
pany, was covered with purple plush. Around 
its sides hung rich draperies of purple satin, 
edged with gold fringe, and festooned with gold 
cord and tassels. The long, gold-piated bandies 
of solid silver, reaching from head to foot of the 
casket, giittered and refiected the candle light. 
Within on a lining of purple tufted satin, edged 
with embroidered siik plusb, lay the body of the 
Cardinal. The head restedon arich pillow of 
purple satin and was raised above the top of the 
casket 80 as to be in full viewof the congrega- 
tion. The face of the dead man had something 
of the tint of life and looked asif composed for 
peaceful slumber. The white mitre was on the 
bead and the hands lay folded across the breast 

ust beiow the pectoral cross, The goid crozier 

ay at the Jeft side of the body ready to be 
vried with it. 

The funeral trimmings of the church were, as 
required by the rubrics, simple. Plain robes of 
black covered the tall columns, the front of 
the organ gallery, andthe pulpit. The chancel 
rail was covered with drapery of black velvet, 
witb a Darrow stripe of white near the edge. On 
the altar hung the black ante-pedum. Over 
the Oardinal’s chair hung a tal! canopy of purple 
and a carpet of the same color covered the 
chancel floor. The rich colorsof the stained 
giass windows shone brightly in contrast to all 
the black and gray of draperies and stone walis 

nd threw asoft, warm light over ail. A low 
bess of conversation was audible as the light- 
footed ushers glided hither and thither, showing 
the gathering crowds to seats, and now and then 
brown-robed Franciscan or a white-shrouded 
minican moved noislessiy across the chance!. 

Prominent people were almost Jost in the vast 
concourse, which numbered fully 5,000 people.

Others noticed were Mayor Grace, Judge Dono- 
hue, ex-President Crimmins, of the Park Com- 
mission; Adolph L. Sanger, President of the 
Board of Aldermen; Eugene Kelly, Street Com- 
missioner Coleman. Senators Daly and Murphy, 
Register Reilly, and County Clerk Keenan. 
Albary was represented by John F. Farrell,

At 9:15 o’clock five brown and black robed 
Franciscans, three of them wearing long beards, 
glided into and across the sanctuary and seated 
themselves in the front row of a forest of chairs 
that were placed close to the front pews on both 
sides of the centre aisle. They were soon fol- 
lowed by three white-robed Dominicans. Then 


from St. Mary’s Chapel trooped a long 
array of boys clad in purple cassocks and 
white surplices. Each of the boys—and 


they were 75 in number—carried’a book in his 
crossed hands. They marched in double filesand 
filled three rows of thechairs. Seventy-five 
priests, in black cassocks and white surplices, 
Tollowed in the wake of the boys and filled 
three rows of chairs on the opposite side of the 
cathedral. Theiboys were the choir of Father 
Lamme)l, choirmaster of the cathedral. Thereg- 
ular choir bad been strongly reinforced by selec- 
tions from the choir of the Paulists. 

In groups of three and four priests entered the 
sanctuary and took seats there or in the vicinity 
of Father Lammell’s choir. The Fathers repre- 
sented nearly every Catholic church in the city, 
and many were from other cities, Among them 
were Fathers Kearney, McCormick, and Kelly, 
of old St. Patrick’s Cathedral: McMahon and

BEGINNING THE SAD SERVICES. 

Ail eyes were fastened upon Father Lammell 
when he clapped his hands. At the signal his 
choir rose and chanted a matin. Their voices 
drowned the tramp of a body of men clad in 
dark blue tunics and trousers and green cloth 
caps, with gold bands around them. These 
were the Papal veterans. They took posi- 
tions in front and rear of the catafalque 
and faced the altar. They formed the 
guard of honor of the dead Cardinal. 
Sergt, Richard Murphy, John Goslin, P. C. 
Dooley, Sergeant-Major of the Papal Zouaves, 
and James Butler.of the same organization, 
formed the color guard of the Papal veterans. 
They carried the stars and strives and the Papal 
flag. Both ensigns were draped with crape. The 
other Papal veterans of the guard of honor 
were Capt. John Kerwin, Sergt. Peter Brereton, 
Cornelius O’Leary, John O’Connell, Edward 


O’Brien, Thomas Doran, Michael Ward. James 
Murphy, Micnael O'Donnell, Lawrence 
Higgins, Philip Maloney, and John Farrell. 


As the veterans took their places the ceremony 
of thedivine office of the dead went on. Fath- 
ers Keun, Riordan, andiLummell acted as chant- 
ers. Father Anactetus performed the first ab- 
solution, facing the body. The crancel choir 
chanted the responses. This ceremony occupied 
oniy a short time, and was overshadowed by the 
svlemn pontifical mass of requiem that followed. 

The sanctuary was still unoccupied by the 
wearers of the purple, and it was 10;30 o'clock 
before the head of the procession ot Archbishops, 
Bisbops, and other high dignitaries of the church 
appeared atthe door of the sacristy. At the 
bead of the procession, as if lighting the way, 
were two acolytes carrying lighted tapers. 
These were followed by 12 altar boys, who also 
acted as acolytes, dressed in purple and white. 
Next came a body of priests in black and white. 
These were followed by Mgrs. Quinn, Farley, 
and Preston. Then, clad in purple, came 
Archbishops Ryan, of Philadelphia; Williams, 
of Boston; Gibbons, of Baltimore, and Salpointe; 
Bishops Loughlin, of Brookiyn; Wadhams, of 
Ogdensburg; Bradley, of Manchester, N. H.; 
O’Reiily, of Springfield, Mass.; Rademacher. of 
Nashville, Tenn.; Chatard, of Vincennes, Ind.: 
O'Hara, of Scranton, Penn.; Shanahan, of Har- 
risburg, Penn.: McMahon, of Hartford, Conn.: 
Borgess, of Detroit; Machebceuf of Colora- 
do; Rogers, of Chatham, New-Brunswick; 
De Goesbriand. of Burlington, Vt.; O'Mahoney, 
of Toronto, Ontario; McQuade, of Rochester; 
O’Farreil, of Trenton; Conroy, of Curium; Ry- 
an, of Buffalo; Quigley, Power, Doane, Corco- 
ran. Sullivan, Sealin, and McColgan; Vicar- 
Generals William Gleason, William Byrne, F. 
McManus,-P. Ludden. J. Hughes, F. Smith, and 
William Keegan. Atthe rear of the procession 
marched Archbishop Corrigan, Coadjutor of the 
late Cardinal. The procession entered the sanct- 
uary and almost filled it. The only space left 
vacant was a pathway reaching from the en- 
trance to the altar. 

On the altar, before which the celebrant and 
his assistants bowed, were six burning tapers. 
In front of it was a black antipendum. On a 
side table were two lighted candles, a basin and 
ewer, and a vase with holy water. As the pro- 
cession filed into the sanctuary a choir of a hun- 
dred voices sang “Requiem A#ternum” to an 
organ accompaniment. In the celebration of 
the mass Archbishop Corrigan was assisted 
by Mer. Farley as priest, the Rev. A. 
J. Donnelly as deacon, the Kev. James 
H. McGean as subdeacon. Fathers Lavelle, 
Kelly, Slattery, and Mulhern were masters of 
ceremonies. The musical portion of the cere- 
monial was arranged with great care. The mo- 
notonous effect of the unharmonized Gregorian 
chants with which the ceremoniual began was 
heightened by force of contrast by the richness 
and color of the harmonized portions which fo!- 
lowed. The sombre quality of the men’s heavy 
voices mingled well with the bell-like sopranos of 
the boys. The chvir of a hundred male and 
female voices, with a sextet consisting of Miss 
Martinez, (soprano,) Mme. Gomieu and Miss 
Martin, (altos,) Mr. Lawton, (tenor.) Messrs. 
Morawski and Schwicardi, (bassos.) sang Cheru- 
bini’s ** Requiem Zternam,™ “* Dies Ire,” offer- 
tory,and “ Domine Jesu Christe,“ by Mozart, 
and ** Sanctus” and ** Agnus De},”’ by Cherubini. 

The scene in the sanctuary was as gorgeous in 
coloring and arrangement as it was impressive, 
and a feeling of deep solemnity spread over the 
assemblage as the muffied tones of the gong that 
signaied the elevation of the host filled the 
building. Six times the gong was sounded. The 
acolytes, with lighted tapers in their hands, 
knelt at the sanctuary rails facing the altar. 
With triple lines of prelates on each side of 
them, they formed three sides of a hollow 
square. Father Clancy swung the censer and a 
cloud of incense floated down the nave. When 
all but the acolytes rose to their feet the choir 
sang with goodieffect the *“*Agnus Dei.”? The con- 
cluding gospel was recited by Archbishop Cor- 
rigan. 

ARCHBISHOP GIBBONS’S EULOGY. 


At its conclusion Archbishop Gibbons entered 
the pulpit to preach the funeralsermon. He 
took for his text the exaltation of Aaron. 

“These words, spoken originally of Aaron,” he 
began, *“may be fittingly applied to the great 
High Priest whose mortal remains now lie be- 
fore you. For be also waschosen out of all men 


living to fill the highest ecclesiastical position 
in this Nation that he might teach Jacob bis 
testimonies and give light to Israel in his law. 
His death bas brought sorrow to the universal 
church as well as to the courch ot America and 
New-York. Nor is this grief confined to those 
who are of the household of the faith. It ex- 
tends to all classes and creeds of the community. 
The great heart of New-York has mourned him 
as well becomes the Empire City lamenting the 
death of one of its most illustrious and honored 
citizens. Neither wealth nor power nor rank 
could command such beartfelt and universal re- 
spect as has been spontaneously puid to the re- 
mains of your revered prelate. He had won the 
hearts of the people. 

“The life of the Cardinal has never been writ- 
ten and never can be. And this is true of every 
Catholic prelate of America. He never can have 
his Boswell. The biographer may relate his 
public and official acts. e may recount the 
churches he erected, theschools he opened, the 
institutions of churity and religion which he es- 
tablished, the priests he ordained, the sermons 
he preached, the sacraments he administered, 
the laborious visitations he made. But he can 
know nothing of his private and inner life, 
which is *hidden with Christ in God.’ Were a 
Bishop's real life in its outward and inward full- 
ness published it would be more interesting than 
a novel.” 

The speaker then gave an outline of the life of 
the Cardinal and concluded by saying, ** Your 
venerated Cardinal has left you at nis death two 
great monuments of his zeal and two great 
legacies of his love. The Catholic Protectory 
andthis noble Cathedral, the grandest in the 
United States, will stand as lasting monuments 
of his zeal tor religion and humanity. He has 
left you twu precious legaciesjot his loveand first 
the legacy of a pureand unsulliedjlife as priest, 
Bishop, Archbishop, and Cardinal. He never 
tarnished the su lice of the priest nor the 
rocnet of the Bishop, nor the pallium of the 
Archbishop nor the scarlet robes or the Car- 
dinal. After spending upward of half a century 
in the exercise of the ministry, he goes down to 
his honored grave without a stain upon his 
moral character. He leaves you another 
precious legacy in tbe person of his 
gifted successor. When Moses died, says the

The 
a rdinal laid his hands in benediction on 
h cessor and that benediction of the expir- 


ing patriarch will be as fruitful to the son of his 
adoption and the heir of his priestly throne as 
was Jaco»’s blessing to Jos¢pn, And ff he could 
speak from this bier he would gay to you all: 
* As you loved and served and obeyed me, s0 
will you love and serve and obey him. Il regard 
as done for me what you do for him. [ will live 
for you in him, and thus your father who was 
lost is found; having been dead he is come to 
life again.’ 

“Oh beloved pontiff! may thy soul be this 
day in Paradise! Wecherish thy memory; and 
even in the years to come when thy life shall be 
viewed through the meliowing atmosphere of 
time, thy memory, like the memory of Josias, 
will be as the composition of a sweet odor made 
by the art of the perfumer; thy memory shall be 
sweet as honey in every mouth and as delicious 
music at a banquet. They will speak of thee 
as the kind and gentle and fatherly Cardinal 
McCloskey !”" 


ABSOLUTION AND BURIAL. 

During the sermon Archbishop Corrigan sat 
near the sanctuary railing. The other prelates 
satin triple rows behind him. At its conclusion 
the prelates rose and faced each other. The five 
absolutions, the concluding ceremonies, were 


about to be given. The cross-bearer and aco- 
lytes, carrying lighted tapers, marched trom the 
sanctuary toward the catafalque. They halted 
within a few yards of the body of 
the Cardinal, Archbishop Corrigan  fol- 
lowed by Archbishop Gibbons, Bishop Williams, 
Archbishop Ryan, Bishop Loughlin, the cen- 
ser bearer, and Dr. McDonnell. Father McGean 
and Father Keily walked slowly past the cata- 
falque, then turned and facedit. Archbishop 
Corrigan's mitre was removed and he recited a 
prayer. The choirchanted the response. Arch- 
bishop Gibbons gave the final absolution. He 
turned and bowed to his confréres, then walked 
around the catafalgue, sprinkling it with holy 
water. Dr. McDonnell and Father McGean held 
his robes. The censer was handed to him. 
Again he walked around the catufalque swing- 
ing the censer and filling the air with incense. 
The chancel choir chanted the responses to the 
absolution. 

Witb their eyes fixed intently on the ceremo- 
ny, a hundred prelates sat in the sanctuary. They 
sat in rows, each column y,recise in its forma- 
tion. Each prela‘e held in his right hand a 
lighted candle. The lights flickened and cast 
curious shadows against the gray stone arch of 
the chancel. The goldembroiuery on the purple 
velvet robes glittered like diamonds. The smooth- 
ly shaven, solemn, and impassive faces looked as 
if they might have been hewn outof stone. In 
the foreground stood the cross bearer and 
the two acolytes holding burning tapers. 
They also were motionless. Between them 
and the catafalque stood a portion of 
the Papal veterans’ guard of honor. They had 
held their position for nearly five hours, and 
were still erect and soldierly in their bearing. 
The catafalque was the centre of a blaze of light. 
Thirty wax tapers threw their light upon the 
face of the dead. Lighted tapers in the hands of 
Chaplains threw their rays upon the glistening 
robes of the Archbishops and Bishops as they 
gave the absolutions. A cloud of incense circled 
round the catafalque, and by its pungent odor 
added to the strongly strixkine character of the 
scene. The ceremonies were mostly at an end. 
Archbishop Gibbons gave the first absolution. 
The others were given, respectively, by Bisbop 
Williams, of Koston; Archbishop Ryan, of Phila- 
delphia, whose round, rich voice charmed his 
hearers; Bishop Loughlin, of Brooklyn, and 
Archbishop Corrigan. : 

At 1:30 Father Kelly extinguished the lighted 
tapers that surrounded the catafalque. Six of 
Undertaker Hart’s assistants advanced, quickiy 
lifted the casket from its resting place, and 
transferred it to their shoulders. The cross- 
bearer and acolytes began to march to the sac- 
risty, followed by Archbishop Corrigan and 
the prejates, who, like him, had taken part in 
the closing ceremonies. The other dignitaries 
tellin line. These were followed by the priests 
and the chancel choir. The scene quickly 
changed. The light and color was gone. The 
gray stone walls iooked cold and chillin their 
garb of woe. With the dead man had departed 
ali the pomp and splendor. Ais body was 
quickly carried through the sanctuary, and 
thence to the sacristy, thence to the tomb. 

Thejopening that leads to the crypt is immedi- 
ately in the rear of thealtar. The crypt, as 
at present constructed,ccontains? space tor the 
bodies of 24 persons. It is approached by alow 
flight of stone steps. Down these the body 
was carried. It was followed by the Rev. John 
B. McGrath, bearing the crucifix; the Rev. Dr. 
McElhenny, and the Rev. Michael Aylward, 
carrying lighted tapers; the Rev, A. J. Clancy, 
the incense bearer: the Rev. Charles Colton, and 
the Rev. Thomas J, McClosky, acolytes; 
Archbishop Corrigan, Mgr. Farley, Mxr. 
— Vicar-General; Myr. Preston, Vicar- 
;eneral and Chancellor, the Rey. A. J. 
Donnelly, the Rev. Dr. McDonnell, the Rev. 
James H. McGean, and the Rev. Father Kelly, 
These were tollowed by the dead prelate’s four 
nieces—Mrs. John Kelly, Miss Mullen, Miss Mc- 
Closkey, and Mrs. Cleary, and by the latter's hus- 
band and Dr. and Mrs. L. L. Keyes. Undertaker 
Hart was also present in the vault to direct his 
assistants. Tbe funeral service was very brief 
and of the ordinary description. At the close 
the casket was inclosed in a box of polished ma- 
hogany. This was lined with sheet lead and her- 


metically sealed. The box containing the 
casket was placed in the sarcophagus 
next to that in which lies the body of 


Archbishop Hughes. The marble tablet that 
closed the mouth of the sarcophagus, and which 
had been removed two days ago, was replaced 
and solidly cemented. The entire ceremony 
lasted little more than five minutes, and the last 
of the priests who had taken part in the cere- 
monies of the day had only entered the sanctuary 
when those who had foliowed the body into the 
cry t emerged from it. 

the removal of the body from the catafalque 
was recognized as a signal of dismissal by the 
assembled thousands. Quietly, but swiftly, 
they moved from the pews into the aisles and 
down the latter until they reached the rear of 
the thousands who had stood during the cere- 
monies. The doors had been opened at 1:45, and 
at 2o’clock the cathedral was untenanted ex- 
cept by priests.

TO BURY THE WIRES. 
THE LAST PLANS SUBMITTED AND THE COM- 
MISSION ADJOURNED. 

Yesterday was the last day for the pre- 
sentation of plans to the Electrical Subway 
Commission, and the rooms looked like a nomi- 
nating convention, so closely packed were the 
inventors and lawyers, all jostling each other in 
their anxiety to get their own particular system 
before the Commissioners. The first to get the 
floor was Prof. Elisha Gray, of Chicago. who 
set forth the merits of the Dorsett sys- 
tem now in successful operation in that city. 
Among the other plans submitted, and which 
aroused general attention, was that of the 
American Sectional Electric Conduit Company, 


of Philadelphia, whose representative, Mr. W. 
N. Johnstone, bluntly declared that the system 
ot the company had been in successful operation 
at Philadelphia for over three years, with tele- 
graph and telephone wires strung alongside of 
electric light wires. The commission voted to 
visit Philadelphia and examine the method of 
operation. There were also exhibited models of 
half a dozen other systems, all of which were 
accepted by the commission. 

After the adjournment of the commission a 
TIMES reporter asked them what truth there 
was if any in the report that they had made up 
their minds to report in favor of the system of 
the Electric Lines Conduit Company, in which 
the following gentlemen are said to be interest- 
ed: Maurice B. Flynn, Controlier Loew, Judge 
Gildersleeve, Rollin _M. Squire, and Hubert O. 
Thompson. All the Commissioners indignantly 
denied the story. and an informal meeting of 
the commission was held, the result of which 
was the following statement from President 
Loew: “ We have not agreed upon any system 
as yet, and do not expect to for some time to 
come. Whenever we do agree it will be upon a 
pian indorsed by the best unpiased electrical 
talent of the country, the aid ot which we in- 
tend to summon in arriving ata decision. We 
intend to select the best system, irrespective of 
the persons interested in it, and without favor 
to any one." 

Commissioner Moss stated subsequently that 
he bad heard rumors of the story as above, and 
for himself and associates denied most positive- 
ly that either he or his friends were interested 
inany of the systems. He called upon Presi- 
dent Shelbourne, of the United Lines, to sub- 
stantiate his statements, and that person de- 
clared most unequivocally that none of those 
pumed, save Judge Gildersleeve, have had any 
interest in hia company. 

The Electric Lines Company received the au- 
thority from the Board of Aldermen in the 
Spring of 1883 uoder which it now pruposes to 
lay a conduit for running the various wires un- 
der ground. When the resolution was first 
passed Mayor Edson vetoed it on the ground 
that it would turn Over the streets tor experi- 
mental purposes to a company of doubtful re- 
sponsibility, and his veto was backed up by an 
adverse opinion of the then Corporation Coun- 
sel Andrews. By a vote of 19to 5the Aldermen 
in great haste passed the resvlution over the 
veto, the occurrence giving rise at the time to 
abundant scandal concerning the methods 
adopted to bring about a favorable result. 











SECRETARY CORLEY A DEFAULTER. 

Quincy, IIL, Oct. 15.—Publle announce- 
ment was made to-day that Henry R. Corley, 
late Secretary of the Quincy Gas Company, was 
short in his accounts from $15,000 to $20,000.

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THE GRANT MEMORIAL MOVEMENT 
PUSHED IN THE COUNTRY. 

AT A MEETING OF THE EXECUTIVE, COMMIT- 
TEE OF THE MONUMENT ASSOCIATION 
THE FAIR PROJECT IS POSTPONED. 

The dollars continue to pour steadily 
into the treasury of the Grant Monument Asso- 
ciation. That they do not pour at present with 
greater abundance does not disconcert the more 
conservative members of the committee, for on 
every hand there are evidences of a willingness 
to contribute toward the fund, which it is be- 
lieved will bear rich fruit in tbe future. The 
active work of organization is being pushed in 
every direction throughout the country. Out- 
side of New-York City this work has not yet 
had time to produce the results that may rea- 
sonably be expected from it. The Executive 
Committee of the association invite co-opera- 
tion in every honorable way. The voluntary 
services of collectors are most needed. The 
fact is recognized that there are thousands of 
persons in the United States who would be glad 
to contribute something toward erecting a mon- 
ument to Gen. Grant if they were approached 
directly. It is hoped that collecting committees 
will be organized in cities and towns through- 
out the country. , 

Eight of the 20 members of the Executive 
Committee of the Grant Monument Association 
met yesterday and discussed the matter of the 
proposed great fair in Madison-Square Garden. 
Ex-Gov. Cornell presided over the meeting, and 
there were present Oliver Hoyt, Cornelius N. 
Bliss, William Lummis, Adolph Sanger, Sidney

THE YOUNG MEN’S INSTITUTE, 


AND ATTRACTIVE RESORT OPENED 
IN THE BOWFRY. 

The Young Men’s Institute, Nos. 222 and 
224 Bowery, designed to afford opportunities for 
physical and mental development, social recrea- 
tion, and special industrial instruction to young 
men Of moderate means, was opened last even- 
ing. The buildingis an attractive four-story 
structure, with a front of brick, stone, and iron. 
At the right of the entrance on the first floor is 
alarge reception room, containing an inviting 
fireplace, with chimney corner seats, files of the 
daily and weekly papers, tables for writing, and 
comfortable chairs and divans. The room has 
plain hara finished walls, as all others inthe 
building, and oiled wood trimmings. At the 
left or thisroom isa coat and hat room. By 
passing through a door beside the coc. oom 
access is gained to the gallery of the gymna- 
sium. Stairs lead down from the reception 
room to this gymnasium, which isa large and 
roomy apartment. It is furnished with all 
the requirements of a good _ physical 
training place, including plenty of pull- 
ing and rowing weigtts, dumb bells, In- 
dian clubs, climbing ropes, inclined and hori- 
zontal ladders, spring board, striking bag, two 
horizontal bars, two pair of parallel bars, and 
several substantial mats to prevent bruises from 
falls. Adjoining the gymnasium is a large 
dressing room containing plenty of lockers. 
Next to this is a room containing several tub 
batns and shower baths provided with hot and 
cold water. Two bowling alleys are also on this 
floor. 
are asocial room and the library, both hand- 
somely finished in red wood. The library is 
an attractive looking room, and 800 books are 
already on the shelves, There is money on hand 
to buy more. Members will be permitted to take 
books home. Back of the library is an audience 
room, with a seating capacity of 500. The floors 
above contain rooms for the classes which will 
be formed in penmanship, bookkeeping, free 
hand, architectural, and mechanical drawing, 
and the trades. 

In the course of the Winter there wil} bas@4 en- 
tertainments in the lecture room, six of a gen- 
eral nature, including concerts and readings; six 
on scientific subjects, six on medical topics, and 
six practical discourses designed to be helpful to 
mechanics. A glee club, an orchestra, and a de- 
bating society will be organized as soon as possi- 
bie,and probably by next Summera baseball nine. 
Any young man oft good character from 17 to 35 
years of age is eligible to membership by agree- 
ing to be governed by the rules of the institute 
and upon the payment of dues, A subscriber's 
ticket for one year will cost $4, and a gymna- 
sium ticket for the same term $3 Tickets 
ot admission to the classes will be issued 
to members at 50 cents a term. The 
Directors of the institute are Cleveland 
H. Dodge, Chairman; E. M. Scudder, Vice- 
Chairman; William Dulles, Jr., Recording Sec- 
retary; Charles H. Sage, General Secretary; E. 
L. Baylies, M. Taylor Pyne, Percy R. Pyne, Jr., 
and Alanson T. Enos, The building will be open 
on Sundays from | to10P.M.;o0n other days 
from9 A.M. to 10P. M. A large number of 
young men assembled in the. building last even- 
ing, tested the gymuasium and bowling alleys, 
and applauded heartily the informal remarks of 
Mr. Dodge, who told them what the institution 
was designed to accomplish. A numberof them 
applied tor admission as members before leaving 
the house.

THE SUPERINTENDENTS MEET. 
THEY DISCUSS RAILROAD MANAGEMENT 
AND ELECT NEW MEMBERS. 


The tenth semi-annual meeting of the 
Association of American Railroad Superintend- 
ents was held yesterday at No. 46 Bond-street. 
President W. H. Stevenson, of the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Road, was in the chair, 
and nearly 40 members were present at some 
time during the day. Among them were John 
Adams, Boston and Finchburg; C. D. Hammond, 
Delaware and Hudson; D. W. Sanborn, Boston 
and Maine; George E. Todd, Boston and Lowell; 
C. H. Pratt, New-York and New-Eng- 
land; J. W. Metheany, Grand Rapids 
and Indiana; ° E. - Quintard, New-Ha- 
ven and Hartford; G. W. Black, Nau- 
gatuck; C. W. Dougias, New-York and 
Sea Beach; H. Holton Wood, Staten Island 
Rapid Transit; R. Schermerhorn, Prospect Park 
and Coney Island; A. A. Folsom, Boston and 
Providence; I. D. Barton, Long Island; W. B. 
Ryder, Chesapeake and Ohio; Jobn F, Divine, 
Wilmington and Weldon; R.M. Sully, Peters- 
burg and Richmond; E. F. D. Myers, Rochester 
and Pittsburg; B. B. Pegrum, Memphis and 
Charleston; C. W. Bradley, West Shore; H. F. 
Royce, Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific; Water- 
man Stone, Providence, Warren and Bristol, and 
C.D. Hammond, Albany and Susquehanna. 

For five hours the gentlemen discussed fusees, 
speed, recorders, air and steam brakes, and elec- 
trical appliances. The committee appointed at 
the meeting in Richmond, Va., last April, to in- 
quire into the subject of standard frogs, report- 
ed in favor of adopting a standard to which all 
trogs hereafter ordered should conform. Twen- 
ty-six new members were elected, and the con- 
vention adjourned until the second Thursday in 
April, when it will meet in Cincinnati. 


FORMING WESTERN POOLS. 
CuicaGco, Oct. 15.—The Rock Island, 
Davenport, and Moline pool, which has been in 
operation for about 18 months, was reorganized 
here to-day. The roads interested in this pool 
are the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, Chi- 
cago. Milwaukee and St. Paul, Chicago, Rock 


Island and Pacific, and Rock Island and Peoria. 
The principal obstacle in the way of a 
reorganization of the pool was the large num- 
ber of contracts that have been made by the 
various roads which have to run for some time. 
This obstacle was finally overcome by an agree- 





ment that each road should report, as 
soon as possible, all its outstand- 
ing contracts to Commissioner Faithorn, 
and that hereafter no more contracts 


should be made, and all business should he 
carried at agreed tariff rates, The percentages 
are to be fixed at a future meeting. Commis- 
sioner Faithorn is to have charge of the affairs 
of the reorganized association, and w3!], between 
now and the next meeting, work out the details 
of the new agreement. 

Subsequently the General Freight Agents of 
the roads interested in the Clinton (Iowa) busi- 
ness met for the purpose of forming a pool on 
that business in order to secure paying rates: 
hereafter. The roads interested are the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, Chicago and North- 
western, and Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. 
After some discussion it was decided to form 
such a pool, to take effect Nov. 1 and to con- 
tinue one year. Mr. Faithorn was elected Com- 
missioner,

THE SOUTH PENNSYLVANIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.—The responcents 
in the South Pennsylvania Railroad injunction 
hearing began the taking of testimony to-day. 
President Roberts,of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
fave some additional details of the Merion con- 
ference and the meeting at Saratoza. The re- 
sult was that everything, including the counter- 


indemnity to be given Mr. Morton, Mr. Roberts 
understood, had been agreed to by Aug. 8, and 
before he went to Saratoga on Aug. 31 he had 
considered these matters all definitely settled. 


He said that in nowise did he coneid- 
er the South Pennsylvania a competi- 
tor of the Pennsylvania Railroad prop- 
er. For nearly 200 miles from Newville, 


to far beyond Somerset, taking all the 
inhabitants for a mile back on each side of the 
road, there were not enough to make a village 
of 10.000 people, including the towns of Bedford 
and Somerset. There was no trade there to com- 
pete for. Instead of the grades being lighter 
than those of the Pennsylvania Railroad they 
are a great deal heavier. The only manner in 
which this road could become injurious to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad was by its affiliation with 
other lines east and west. It could very readily 
become a natural feeder to the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, but not acompetitor. The reason he 
had involved his company in an outlay of 
$5,600,000 was that he wanted to get out of the 
way and remove a disturbing element in the 
trunk line business.

THE PULLMAN COMPANY. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 15.—The annual meeting 
of the stockholders of the Pullman Palace Car 
Company was held here to-day. Out of a total of 
159,000 shares 118,112 were represented. All the 
old Directors were re-elected. The annual 
‘statement shows the total revenues of the past 
year to have been $5,613,628 79, and the disburse- 
ments $4,365,604 37, leaving asurplus to be car- 
ried to the credit of the income account of 
$1,248,024 44.

THE READING FORECLOSURE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.—It is stated here 
to-day that the Reading Railroad Reorganiza- 
tion Trustees will be antagonized by all the 
junior holders and the leased lines, and that this 
makes it absolutely impossible for the Trustees 
to reach a plan of reorganization and that fore- 
closure is inevitable. The petitions of the Trust- 
ees of the different mortgages under which it is 
proposed to foreclose have been signed by hold- 
ers representing nearly $2,000,000 of these securi- 

ties. The anthracite coal trade has witnessed a 
rapid improvement within the past week. Pur- 
chasers trom the East and South are sending in 
orders heavily, and difficulty is experienced in 
filling them, owing to a scarcity of cars. Reports 
from the West represent that tbe anthracite coal 
war there has ended and that 100,000 tons of 
chestnut coal is wanted there but cannot be ob- 
tained.

Cuicaco, Oct. 15.—The General Freight 
Agents of the roads forming the California Fast 
Freight Line held a meeting vesterday to decide 
upon a plan for running the line hereafter.

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MENOMINEE SAWMILLS CLOSED, 





‘THREE THOUSAND DISSATISFIED MEN QUIT 


WORK, 

Maniwerrs, Wis. Oot. 15,--Every saw- 
mill at the mouth of the Menominee River is 
closed to-day, and at least 3,000 laborers are out 
of employment. The cause of the renewed 
difficulties between labor and capital at this 
point so soon after the generally satisfactory 
sdjustment? of differences is attributed to’ the 


action of the Kirby-Carpenter Company in fail- 
ing to employ union men and filling their places 
with laborers from outside. This culminated 


esterday in the marching out of about 
1.000 of the Knights of Labor to_ the 
ground where these were employed and the 


surrounding of the boarding house§ while the 
non-union men were at breakfast. The men. 
were kept in the house and a fight averted, but 
the mills did not start. As a result all of the 
mills on Menominee side, except one, were 
closed yesterday. Those on the Marinette side - 
of the river worked through yesterday with 
small crews, but closed to-day. The union claims 
that S. M. Stephenson, manager and part owner 
in the Kirby-Carpenter Company’s mill, was 

uietlv hiring and importing men in their barges 

rom Chicago to work at the old standard time 
as before the last lockout, waiving all ciaim3 and 
richts to themselves and to the ten-hour law of 
Michigan, as now in force, and that the mill had 
its complement of men and could be run in full 
force from'this on. 

A body of men landed in Menominee yester- .. 
day from one of the company’s barges who had 
been hiredin Chicago to go to work. They 
were immediately taken in charge by thestrikers 
andrun over to Marinette in hates pn where 
they signed their names and joined the union. 
The men are quiet and orderly here, and it is 
hoped that serious trouble can be averted, but 
unless some settlement can be arrived at, there 
must be much privation, as it will be several 
weeks before workfin the woods will com- 
mence. The mill owners threaten a cur- 
tailed cut of logs, and many of the men 
have families and are ill prepared to live in 
idleness. The merchants in the two towns also 
teel the dangers of a prolonged lockout, the 
volume of trade being great here during the 
Fall and Spring, and those seasons alone furnish- 
ing most of the profits of mercantile business. 
Tt is expected that non-resident stockholders in 
the saul cacaanaee will be in town and confer 
with the local managers as to the course to be 
pursued.

WARD’S HANDS. 

MR. GRANT REFUSES INFORMATION _ AND 
DISAVOWS ALL RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
THE CITY’S LOSS. 

The dredging machinery of the Senate 
“investizcating committee struck asnag yester- 
day when it attempted to reach the surface with 
the inside history of ex-Controller Seth Hastings 
Grant's personal and official relations with Fer- 
dinand Ward. Mr. Grant admitted that he had, 
and still has, intimate business affairs with 
Ward, but he maintained that they had nothing 
whatever to do with his official career as Con- 
troller, and he positively refused to say any- 
thing about them. Senator Gibbs insisted on an 
answer, and Mr. Grant persisted in declining to 
give bim one. “My personal relations with 
Ward had nothing to do with the Controller’s 
Office,”’ he said. 

“What was the nature of the transactions?” 
asked Mr. Strahan. 

“I was indebted to Ward; that-was the nature 
of them,” said Mr. Grant. 

* And you persist in refusing to give the com- 
mittee any more information about the busi- 
ness ?”” 

* Yes, I decline to answer.” 

In executive session the committee voted to 
lay Mr. Grant’s obstinacy before the Grand Jury. 

“I never asked Mr. Fish to act as one af my 
bondsmen,” said Mr. Grant in his testimony. 
**T asked Ward to serve, and he volunteered to 
get Mr. Fish. I never talked with Mr. Fish 
about the mutter.” 

“You sold large amounts of city revenue 
bonds to Ward during your term as Controller, 
‘lid you not?” 

“TI did.” 

* Did you favor Ward by refusing any appli- 
eations for bonds from other parties?” 

* No, not that I am awure of." 

“If it appears that certain parties applied for 
‘bonds and you told them there were uone for 
gale, and that the same day a messenger from 
iGrant & Ward went to the offices of the parties 
rwho had made application and wanted to seil 
‘them bonds, could you account tor the fact?” 

“T am not aware that it is the fact,” suid the 
‘witness. 

“Did you furnish Ward with the names of 
any parties who had ap»lied to you for bonds 
and could not get them? Were you in the 
habit of sending such information to his office ?”” 

*No, Sir; i gave him no such information.” 

“Can you explain the rapid rise of the city’s 
balance in the Marine Bank during your term 
from $241,000 to $1,600,000 *” 

“TI can’t explain it. {[ had no supervision of 
the affair. The deposits could have been made 
direct to the bank without any knowledge of 
mine.” 

“Was it not your duty as Controller to be 
aware of it?” i 

“Tt was the duty of the Controller’s office to 
have such information in its possession, but it 
was not especially my duty as Controller to 
know of it. At my request weekly statements 
of all the bank balances were made to me, 
Then 1 could see how the accounts stood.” 

The following summary shows the purchases 
of city bonds Ward made during the first four 
months of 1884 and the city deposits made in the 
Marine Bank on the same days:

“Can you explain,” Mr. Strahun¢asked the 
Controller, “why these deposits were made on 
the day the bonds were sold?” 

“IT tell you again,” said Mr. Grant, “that as 
Controller I never made a deposit in the Marine 
Rank. I had nothing whatever todo with it. [ 
could not have prevented this money going there 
at I haa wanted to.” 

** By the report of the Controller of the Cur- 
rency the capital of the Marine Bank was $400,- 
000, the surplus $130,000, and the undivided 
profits about $52,000. Yet you, as Controller of 
the city, allowed the bank to have more city 
money than ai! these sums put together.” 

“The City Chamberlain deposited the money 
in any bank he saw fit among those designated 
by the commission whose duty it was to say 
where the city’s money should be placed. So 
Jong as he did not exceed the limit in any one 
bank xpecified by law, I don’t see that it was my 
duty to interfere.” 

* Was your attention ever calle? to the large 
amount of money on deposit in that bank by an 
employe in your department?” 

“No, it never was. Ward spoke to me about 
the city deposits in the Marine Bank on the Fri- 
day before the failure, [Tuesday,] and asked me 
to increase the deposits in the Marine Bank. I 
told him that it was notin my power to do s0, 
the matter being in charge of theCity Chamber- 
lain.” 

* When you saw that the balance In the Marine 
Bank was $1,600,000, and that the balance in the 
Importers and Traders’ Bank, the regular de- 
pository of the city, was less than $700,000. why 
didn’t you draw the warrants in payment of 
claims against the city on the Marine Bank in- 
stead of the Importers and Traders’ ?”’ 

After a good deal of quibbling Mr. Grant said 
that it was the custom or the office to draw such 
warrants on the [mporters and Traciers’ Bank. 

“Dia anythiag but your action make it a cus- 
tom?” he was asked. “Were you governed by 
any rule or law?” 

* Not that I know of.” 

“Then why didn’t you draw on‘the Marine 
Bank occasionally ’”’ 

* Because Mr. Tappan designated the Import- 
ers and Traders’ as the one for me to draw on.” 

“Is it true that your personal relations with 
Fish and Ward had nothing to do with infiuenc- 
ing your conduct toward them as Controller ?” 

* Nothing whatever,” said Mr. Grant. 

** You ask the public to believe that?” 

* Well, it is a fact.” 

** What useful purpose was served the: city in 
keeping over $1,0U0,0uu deposited in the Marine 
Bank ?”’ 

“Itis always useful for the city’to have asbal- 
ance in the ‘lreasury.” 

“But that was oct the balance you drew 
Bgeainst ?” * 

Mr. Grant could not coutradict this,:so be held 
histongue. He said that the credit of saving 
$600,000 to the city by drawing it from the Ma- 
rine Bank just before the failure was not due to 
him but to Mr. Tappan. Ee bad never told Mr. 
Barrett that be would reduce the ballance. So 
Jong as a bank was in good standing he consid- 
ered it a proper depository for the city’s money. 
Having once decided that it was a proper de- 
pository he had nothing more to do with it. The 
emount placed there was beyond his control. 

“Were you ever alarmed about the safety of 
‘the Marine Bank?” asked Senator Comstock. 

** Not until just before the failure, when Ward 
asked me to increase the deposit there. Then I 
was alarmed and I spoke with Mayor Edson 
about the safety of the bank.” 

*Didyou ever make a request that Ward's 
checks on the Marine Bank in payment for 
bonds should be deposited in that bauk?"’ 

“TI never aid.”’ 

The witness said he considered it a proper 
thing for the city to have money on deposit for 
which it was getting 246 per cent., and at the 
game time issue bonds on which it was paying 3 

er cent, interest. When he was alarmed at 

ard's request for more deposits, it was not 
Blarm so much for the safety of the Marine 
Bank as it was a “general alarm.” At that time, 
he said, he had no idea of the condition of the 
rine Bank or of Ward’s connection with it; 
ut he felt that there wus something wrong. 

* Was it not your duty, then,” he was asked, 
*to take immediate steps to protect the city?" 

“IT donot know that it was my duty to do 
gnythine more than J did.” 

Before Mr. Grant had gone 10 feet away from 
the witness chair Isaac 8S. Barrett was recalled 
@ud asked to tell the committee again whether 
or not he ever called Mr. Grant’s attention to 
the rapid increase of city deposits in the Marine 
Bank and remonstrated with him about it. 

*I did most emphatically,” was the answer, 
“and certainly on three occasions. On May 1, 

884, when I showed Mr. Grant a list of the bank 

lances, 1 particularly referred to the Marine 
Bank and said to him, * Mr. Controller, there is 
too much money in that bank.’ After I had 
jJeftthe room Deputy Chamberiain Gillig was 
sent for. Mr. Tappan was ill at the time and had 
not been at his office for some weeks. Mr. Gillic 
came to the Controller’s office, and in not more 
than ap hour afterward a transfer warrant was 
pent to the Controller’s office tor me to register. 
I did register it and took it in to tbe Controller, 
expressing my gratification that the money was 
being withdrawn.” ‘ 

* Did you ever knowin your experience of a 
Controller refusing to sign transfer warrants 
pent to him from the City Chamberlain ?” 

“Yes, I remember that when Mr. Green was 
Controller he refused to sign transfer warrants 
to a bank when he thought there was more 
money in that bank than there ought to be.” 

Richard W. Montgomery, recalled from the 
City Chamberlain’s office, said that Controller 
Grant came to him one day and asked him 
whether he could not deliver a receipt for the 
sale of city bonds to Ward before they had been 
paid for. The witness declined to do it, he said, 
unless Ward paid the money. At another time 
Mr. Grant asked him if be could not increase his 
deposits in the Marine Bank. “I asked him,” 
continued the wituess. ** whether he wanted the 
deposit increased, and he said he did not.” . 

“Did Mr. Grant ever speak to you about in- 
preasing the deposit in any other bank?” the 
witness was asked. 

* No, Sir,” he said; “only the Marine Bank.” 

* What did you understand to be tne relations 
between the Marine Bank and Grant & Ward 
when you deposited Ward’s checks in the Ma- 
rine Bank ?” 

* I thought that he might not be able to meet 
all his checks in the Clearing House until he had

A HUGE DYNAMITE SHELL, 





SUCCESSFULLY FIRED FROM A GUN, BUT 
LYING UNEXPLODED IN THE WATER. 

Under water, in the Lower Bay, a mile 
and a quarter below Fort Lafayette, there is a 
shell composed of 100 pounds of explosive gela- 
tine, a few pounds of dynamite, which serves as 
a core for the gelatine, a copper case, 3 feet and 
4 inches long and 734 inches in diameter, a con- 
ical iron point,anda wooden “tailpiece.” It 
will be fished up in a few days, but in the mean- 
time vessels that do not anchor near it will avoid 
any possible risk. The shell or cartridge was 
fired from Lieut. Zalinski’s dynamite gun at 
Fort Lafayette yesterday afternoon, It was 
made with a fuse in the point, to be 


exploded by concussion, if it should strike 
the side of a vessel, for instance, and 
with two electric fuses connected with 
two small dry batteries, so called, fixed 
in the wooden “** tailpiece’ to be exploded if the 
shell should plunge into the water and the bat- 
teries become wet. The shell did not explode 
yesterday, possibly because the batteries, being 
merely * pinched” into sockets in the wood, may 
have fallen out during the flight of the missile 
through the air, or possibly because the electric 
current was not perfect. It was demonstrated 
in the test, however, that a shell containing ové 
100 pounds of gelatine and dynamite can be fired 
with safety from Lieut. Zalinski’s gun with 
compressed air, and that was the most important 
question at issue. 

Among those who witnessed the test from the 
tugboat James D. Nicbo!, which Jay in the Nar- 
rows a respectful distance away, were Yung 
Wing, ex-Chinese Minister; Ou-Yang-Ming, 
Chinese Consul; Gen. Santiago Cuebas, of Mex- 
ico; Salvador de Mendonga, Brazilian Consol; T. 
B. Wiimot, attorney for the Brazilian Govern- 
ment, and S. T. Apollonio, of Philadelphia. 
This was the firat time that a dynamite cartridge 
of that size was ever fired fromagun. Lieut. 
Zalinski bas fireda number of shells weighing 
from 3 to 6 pounds, and a few of from 10 
to 15 pounds, and has proved the theory 
of exploding them under water by means of the 
dry batteries a number of times. Previous to 
firing the shell yesterday he fired a conical iron 
shot, weighing 200 pounds, a distance of 2,220 
yards, using compressed air about 1,000 pounds 
pressure, and with the gun elevated at an angie 
of 30 degrees. Whenhe fired the dynamite his 
elevatiort was 13 degrees and 10 seconds. He 
a2iso amused the 50 or 60 people who were present 
by exploding two eight-ounce dynamite car- 
tridges against some wrought iron plates.

Patrolman .James Quinn, of the Thir- 
tieth Precinct,* was called before President 
French, at Police Headquarters, yesterday for 
trial on complaint of J. H. Drennan, who is the 
nigut manager of the American District Tele- 
graph office at No. 105 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth-street.

President French expressed his con- 
tempt fora man who would stoop to corrupt a 
youth to betray his employers and then appear 
to testify to the bad character of the youth 
whom he had bribed. The decision in the case 
was reserved.

‘“* THE MYSTERY OF MARIE ROGET” 
RECALLED IN COURT. 

HOW THE MEMORY OF THE TRAGIC FATE 
* OF THE SHOP GIRL AFFECTED OLD 
JOHN ANDERSON, HER EMPLOYER. 
Some interesting testimony was given 
yesterday in the course of the trial of the suit of 
Mary Maud Watson against Messrs. Campbell & 
Phyfe, by ex-State Senator Abner C. Mattoon, 
of Oswego, who was called to support the 
theory of Mrs. Watson, that her grandfather, 
Millionaire John Anderson, was notot sound 
mind when he made the will disposing of the 
premises now in controversy. Ex-Senator Mat- 
toon is a feeble oid man, but his memory seems 
yet to be very accurate. According to him 
he and John Anderson had frequent private 
interviews a great many years ago. From 
their conversations, as related by the ex- 
Senator, it seemed that the millionaire was 
clear-headed when referring to public or busi- 
ness affairs, but wandering, visionary, and inco- 
herent respecting other things. He seemed to 
be bothering himself continually about the in- 
dependence of Italy, and to always have in his 
mind the fate of Mary Rogers, **the pretty 
cigar girl,” upon whose tragic fate Poe founded 
his famous story, “The Mystery of Marie 
Roget.”? She was mysteriously murdered 40 odd 


years ago while employed in Anderson’s cigar 
shop in Broadway, near where Thomas-street 
now runs into that thoroughfare, 

“I knew John Anderson many years,” said the 
ex-Senator. **The last time I saw him was at 
the Fifth-Avenue Hoiel during the Presidential 
canvass of 1880. Hespoke of railroad matters, 
and said he believed the Harlem Ship Canal 
would be of great value. He spoke of Italy, and 
said that he bad arranged for her independence 
with Garibaldi. He said that Garibaldi had ap- 
peared to himin spirit. He also spoke of the 
spirit of Mary Rogers, He said he had got 
through all his troubles with her; that he had 
arranged matters. He spoke of his son's wife 
and other parties as having attempted to get 
possession of his property.” 

“ How many conversations have you had with 
Mr. Anderson relative to Mary Rogers?” asked 
ex-Judge George M. Curtia. 

“Several. In 1868 or 1869 he spoke to meabout 
ber. At the interview in 1880 he said he had had 
trouble about Mary Rogers, and had talked to 
her spirit. face to face, several times. Hespokeof 
her a8 baving been spirited away or maltreated: 
of her having mysteriously disappeared. His 
appearance was sad when hespoke, and he ap- 
peared excited and wild.” 

“Did he ever say anything to you about any 
theory he had about being poisoned ?” 

““He said there were parties who were at- 
tempting to put him out of the way for the pur- 

ose of procuring his property. He mentioned 

is wifeasone. Iam not positive that he men- 
tioned any others.” 

On cross-examinstion the witness said: “I 
saw Anderson in Albany in 185 on the floor of 
the Assembly.Chamber. William B. Astor, A. 
T. Stewart, and Judge Hilton were with him. He 
said they bad come for the purpose of opposing 
the building of the Broadway Railroad in any 
shape, and that they represented more than half 
the entire property facing on Broadway. I said 
to him, * Mr. Anderson, my interest now lies 
with the Broadway people.’ Then, when on the 
floor of the Assembly, Isaid to Mr. Anderson: 
* You ana your friends wil! have to vacate this 
fioor or I shall rise inmy place to have you 
turned out. The rules of the Assembly do not 
allow anybody inside the railing.’ He said: ‘ We 
represent one hundred millions of money. We 
have a right to and we insist upon staying here.’ 
I said: * Notwithstanding our previous rela- 
tions of friendship Isay to you unless you vacate 
this place in 10 minutes I will bave the Sergeant- 
ateArms sent to put you off the floor.’ He 
said in an excited manner, ‘1 defy you todo 
it. No power in the State of New-York can put 
me out.’ I rose in my place and demanded the 
enforcement of the forty-second rule. The 
Speaker ordered the Sergeant-at-Arms to put 
all persons within the bar outside. The gentle- 
men refused to go and were forced off, Judge 
Hilton, A. T. Stewart, and William B, Astor 
amongthem. About 1848 or 1849 I had a con- 
versation with Mr. Anderson which related en- 
tirely to earlier days, about our clublife. We 
used to attend the same club, kept by a Mr. 
Hyam, in Ann-street. Mr. Anderson kept a 
cigar store. He said to me, ‘ We used to have 
some pleasant timesat Hyam’s.’ I said, * Yes, 
we gid.’ * Do you ge any poker now?’ he 
asked. I said, ‘No, I have dropped it almost en- 
tirely.. Hesaid he very rarely played it; that 
his business absorbed his whole time,” 

* Now,” said ex-Judge Arnoux, * tell the jury 
what parts of the conversation were irrational.”’ 

* He would leave the subject of the ship canal 
before he made the point or exhausted it in any 
way and would commence to talk of Spiritual- 
ism, about Garibaldi, or Mary Rogers, or the 
beauties of Spiritualism. He said the ship canai 
project ought to pay 25 per cent.dividend. lasked 
what reason he had for thinking so, and he said, 
‘communications from the spirits tell meso.’

John Veith and John H. Miller are both 
veterans of the One Hundred and Third Regi- 
ment of New-York Voiunteers.

Veith’s custom. and about six weeks ago he had 
Miller arrested for slander, and since that time 
be bas been confined in the Ludiow-Street Jail, 
He denies having attacked Mr. Veith’s character, 
but the latter says he has 50 witnesses to prove 
to the coutrary, and that he has engaged Sen- 
ator Evarts as a prosecutor. When the poor 
Jobn was taken from his homeand tamily there 
was oniy $2 50 in the domestic treasury. His 
wife since then has received $6 trom the Veteran 
Association, which is alt the ready cash she tas 
had to supports family of three. Her impris- 
oned husband, however, has each day put aside 
a generous half ot his provisions, and when Mrs. 
Miller would bring him a clean shirt ina basket 
she would smuggle out a little mess of prison 
tare for berself ana children, But for this they 
must have starved or sougnt the protection of 
a public institution. Frank Waters, lawyer, of 
No. 9 Chambers-street, has agreed to defend 
Mr. Miller, but the date of the trial is not fixed.

PROPOSING TO REMOVE OLD EMPLOYES IN’ 
ORDER TO SAVE MONEY. 


Much excitement was caused on the 
floors of the Stock Exchange yesterday by a 
long series of .resolutions from the Governing 
Committee announcing their intention to rec- 
ommend sweeping changes in the duties and 
salaries of the Exchange’s officers. Bad blood 
was manifested in some quarters before the day 
was over, for the proposed changes open a num- 
ber of old wounds. Economy is the plea which 
the Governors put forward as justification for 
their recommendations, the proposed changes 
promising to effect an annual saving to the Ex- 
change of $14,500. 

Chief among the reforms aimed at is the abo- 
lition of the office of Vice-Chairman. A Moder- 
ator is to be given a salary of $5,000, and a Chair- 
man is to have $2,500 a year. At present to at- 
tend to the same duties the Chairman gets $7,000 
and a Vice-Chairman $6,000. In this change there 
isa saving of $5,500 annually. The new plan looks 
also to the abolition of the offices of Secretary 
and Clerk tothe Stock List Committee, whose 
combined salaries amount to $3,500. The duties 
of these officers are to be attended to in the of- 
fice of the regular Secretary of the Exchange, 
where Secretary Ely’s salary is not to be in- 
creased, though an advance of $500 a year is 
promised to Assistant Secretary Burnbam,whose 
politeness and efficiency have made him one of 
the most valuabie officers of the Exchange. 
These changes place the net saving at $8,500. 
Economy is further pushed by abolishing the of- 
fice of Registrar of Quotations and Quotation 
Clerk, whose duties are to be cared tor without 
extra compensation by the Roll Keeper. The 
Registrar of Quotations receives a salary of 
$2,500 a year, the Quotation Cierk about $1,000, 
so placing the sum to be saved on these more 
important offices at $12,000. The other $2,500 to 
be saved comes from scaling down the pay for 
work in various other less conspicuous Offices. 

It is not considered probable that James 
Mitchell, the present Chairman, would consent 
to take the place of Moderator at $2,000 a year 
less than his present place pays, and Vice-Chalr- 
man Alexander Henriques would certainly re- 
fuse an advance to the title of Chairman with 
half ot his present salary cut off. Mr. Hen- 
riques’s friends are indignant over what they 
consider an indirect attack upon him. There 
was an effort madeat the last annnal meeting of 
the Exchange to deprive him of bis office, which 
went so far, in fact, as to get the indorsement of 
the Excbange’s official Nominating Committee. 
But Mr. Henriques has a host of warm triends. 
He is a conspicuous member of the Old Guard, 
is a gentieman with old-fashioned ideas of pro- 
priety, and recognized as one of the happiest 
after-dinner speakers known in Wall-street, and 
the result was that an “ independent ticket” put 
him into his old place with a rush on election 
day despite ali the machinery at work against 
him. He has the respect and confidence of all 
the old members of the Exchange; the young 
gentlemen who smash hats and tear coats in 
their antics on the Exchange floors are the ones 
who have affected to want a oew man in his 
place. 

The Secretary of the Stock List Committee, 
whose office it is proposed to abolish also, is Mr. 
William Potts, the Secretary of the New-York 
Civil Service Reform Association. He 1s one of 
the bestinformed men connected in any way 
with the Exchange, and old members of the in- 
stitution were earnest in their protestations 
yesterday that it would be a penny-wise policy 
for the Exchange to deprive itself of Mr. Potts’s 
services, his vast fund of intormation, and clear- 
headedness in dealing with matters ot complex 
character constantly coming before the im- 
portant Stock List Committee. The criticism 
was made generally that the proposed changes 
almost all were in the direction of less pains- 
taking and thorough work, whose influence in 
the end would be to the Exchange's detriment. 

The most outcry is likely to be made over the 
proposition to cut off the head of William 
Graham, the Registrar of Quotations. He isan 
ola gentleman who has of late been very sick. 
Twenty years ago he wasarich mau and influ- 
ential in the Street, but the great frauds of 
** Eddie” Ketcham ruined him. He found him- 
self loaded up with lots of Ketcham’s forged 
paper, and, though his lawyers and his close 
friends advised him that he could legally free 
bimself from responsibility and save his fortune, 
he would not heed their advice, and paid out 
every dollar that he had in the world for his 
good name’s sake. Once or twice he tried to 
torce his way torward again, but bad luck pur- 
sued him and he finally was glad to take the 
clerkship in the Stock Exchange to assure self- 
support. A good many members of the Ex- 
change consider it cruel to ship the old gentle- 
man unceremoniously in bis ill health and bad 
fortune. 

None of the changes are proposed to take 
place before the Ist of next May, and the mem- 
bers are to havea vote upon the recommenda- 
tions. If times continue good in the Street 
there is littie probabliity that the changes can be 
brought about, foran active campaign will be 
waged against them.

The Autumn race meeting of the Coun- 
try Club of Westchester County was success- 
fully inaugurated yesterday on the beautiful 
grounds of the association at Bartow-on-the- 
Sound, Pelham. Twoor three thousand spec- 
tators were present, and, by reason of the 
fact that they scattered themselves all 
over the park inclosure, seeking sight-seeing 
positions wherever their inclination led them, 
a very animated picture was presented to the 
observer throughout the afternoon. 

The first race was a hunters’ handicap, over 
the flat, for a cup added to a sweepstakes of $10 
each; distance about one and a quarter miles. 
Five horses appeared before the starter. They

Cy- 
clone, Belvedere Stable’s bik. g. Blaok Hussar, 
and 8S. 8. Sands, Jr.’s, b. A Emulation. Their 
owners rode Mars and Cyclone, and Messrs. 
Hitchcock, Kennedy, and Torrance respectively 
bestrode Halefellow, Black Hussar, and Emula- 
tion. Cyclone was the favorite in the betting, 
$9 to $5 being offered against him, but the race 
was won by Halefellow.a rank outsider, in a 
canter from Black Hussar, Cyclone two iengths 
behind, and Mars last. Emulation did pot finish. 
The second race wasa handicap over the fiat, for 
horses that had never started in a steeslecbase or 
hurdle race prior to Sept. 25, 1885; a sweepstakes 
ot $10 each, with $250 added, of which $50 to sec- 
ond; professional riders to carry 7 pounds ex- 
tra; ‘about one and one-quarter miles, 
The starters were Santa Claus, Dreamland, 
Jacqueminot, Tarquin, and West Wind. They 
were ridden, respectively, by Messrs. Ford, Sa- 
portas, Kennedy, Work, and P. Meany. Santa 
Claus was the favorite with the bookmak- 
ers at eight against five, and he carried 167 
pounds. Ford made a waiting race of it, not 
giving Santa Claus his head until the horses were 
inthe home stretch, when he let him out, and 
the fast bay at once went to the front and won 
the race. Tarquin was second by about a 
length and a half, and led Jacqueminot half a 
length. West Wind and Dreamland were three 
lengths worse off. French pools paid $11 75. 
Thethird race was a half-bred hunters’ handi- 
cap steeplechase fora coup, added to a sweep- 
stakes of $10 euch, play or pay; the second to 
save his stakes: over the full course, about two 
and a half miles, The starters were Hobson's 
Choice, Pilot, Dundee, Ivy, Laurelwood, Cigar- 
ette, Cyclone, Auburn, Agitator, and Victor. 
Hobson's Choice was a hot favorite, with Pilot 
second choice. Auburn got the best of the 
send-off and led nearly to the first jump, a 
cornstalk hurdle, when he bolted among the 
crowd on the outside of the cuurse. He caused 
a stampede in the vicinity, and before 
be again got under way the other horses 
were an eighth of a mile ahead of 
him, with Hobson’s Choice in the lead. Going 
at the turf bank at the lower turn the favorite 
came down on his knees, and Mr. Mortimer, his 
rider, was thrown very heavily, the horse sub- 
sequently rolling partly over on him. It was at 
first thought he was badly hurt, but he picked 
himself up unaided and limped out of the 
way. Cyclone threw his rider, Mr. Camp- 
bell, but went on with the procession, and 
at the next jump Victor also dumped his 
ockey, Bane. Neitber was seriously injured, 
ut only six horses were left in the 
race. Laurelwood had thereafter no great dif- 
ficulty in keeping his lead, and, jumping finely, 
he showed the way over the last hurdle to Pilot 
by two or three lengths. A hot struggle be- 
tween the two up the home stretch was ended in 
his favor by about half a lenuth, Dundee third, 
Cigarette, Agitator, and Ivy finishing in the 
order named. Pools on the winner paid $186 15, 
The fourth race—a handicap steeplechase over 
the short course for the Country Club Plate 
value of stakes $550, of which $100 to second 
and $50 to third, professional riders to carry 
seven pounds extra—had 11 starters.
